MEN WHO WILL BE IN PRESIDENT 
ARTHUR'S CABINET. 
OHANGES EXPECTED NEXT WEEK—MR. FRE- 

LINGHUYSEN TO BE SECRETARY OF STATB 
AND MR. BREWSTER ATTORNEY-GENKRAL 
Wassineton, Dec, 8.—Very little is now 
said about the expected Cabinet changes. 
It was believed that nominations for the 
Departments of State and Justice would 
have been sent to the Senate during 
the present week, but the adjournment of that 
body until Monday preeludes any nominations 
being made until that day. Secretary Blaine 
is making arrangements to leave the State De- 
partment, and fully expected that his succes- 
sor would have been designated this week. 
Mr. Frelinghuysen is generally assigned 
by rumor to this place, and it is 
aiso generally understood that Benjamin 
Harris Brewster, of Pennsylvania, will suceeed 
to the Department of Justice. There still ap- 
pears to be some uncertainty about ex-Senator 
Chaffee being invited to a seat in the Cabinet, 
although the chances in his favor are said to 
have been strengthened recently. There was 
considerable opposition to Mr. Chaffee’s ap- 
pointment from the Colorado delegatian, ex- 
Gov. Routt, and other prominent Republicans 
of that State, but this opposition for the 
most part has been withdrawn. Ex-Gov. 
Routt is now here and interposes no objection 
to Mr. Chaffee’s appointment. Representa- 
tive Belford had a long conference to-day with 
the President on this subject, and strongly 
urged the selection of a man from the Pacific 
coast for the Cabinet. Mr. Belford informed 
the President that the people of Colorado 
would prefer ex-Govy. Routt for a place in the 
Cabinet if a citizen of Colorado has to be se- 
lected, but at the same time they would be 
satisfied if tae President should prefer Mr. 
Chaffee. The President listened attentively to 
what Mr. Belford said, and, while expressing 
great regard for that growing section of the 
country, gave no intimation as to what his 
action would be. Should Secretary Kirkwood 
be retired from the head of the Interior De- 
partment it is believed that Mr. Chaffee will 
succeed him. The succession to the Post 
Office Department is contingent upon 
ths retirement of Mr. James, whom 
the President desires to continue in 
office until the close of the present fiscal 
year. Whether or not Mr. James will remain 
until June 30 depends upon certain business 
arrangements that he now has under consid- 
eration. Secretary Hunt, it is believed, will 
certainly retire from the Navy Department, 
and is likely to be succeeded by a Southern 
man, perhaps Gen. Longstreet. The nomina- 
tions of Messrs. Frelinghuysen and Brewster, 
for Secretary of State and Attorney-General, 
respectively, are expected to be sent to the 
Senate early next week.

THE SPOILS SYSTEM IN CONGRESS. 
4N EFFICIENT OFFICER IN THE 8&ENATE 
DOCUMENT-ROOM DISMISSED TO MAKE 
ROOM FOR A REPUBLICAN. 
Wasntneton, Dec. 8.—An example of 
the manner in which political pressure may 
seriously interfere with the proper transaction 
of legislative business can be seen in the man- 
agement of the Senate document-room. To 
this room and the officer in charge of it 
are consigned all the bills and executive or 
other documents which are distributed or 
carefully kept there om file. In the many 
rooms attics and connected with the establish- 
ment are many millions of documents and bills 
which have been accumulating for years. 
These are all indexed from day today. Mr. 
Amzi Smith, the Superintendent, has become 
80 familiar with these great stores of matter, 
from long experienee in his position, that the 
Democratic Senate was forced to _ re- 
tain him for the convenience of 
Senators. His memory is marvelous, and his 
brain is an index of all the important docu- 
ments and bills for many years past, Senators 
pre continually asking him for papers which 
they can only vaguely describe, but he can 
instantly give the numbers and dates, by the 
aid of which a long search is avoided. The 
work of the document-room must be 
learned by experience, and cannot be mas- 
tered in a short time. Mr. Smith, who is 
an invaluable officer, was absent nearly all of 
last session, because of severe illness. In his 
absence, his assistant, John W. Lake, succeed- 
ed in performing the most important work of 
the rooms by working night and day, 
sometimes finding scarcely any time for 
sleep. Mr. Lake is a Democrat, and was 
appointed by the influence of Senator Eaton. 
Sergeant-at-Arms Bright, a Democrat, who 
controls Mr. Lake’s place, dismissed him two 
or three days ago, and has put a Republican 
in his place, in compliance with the wishes of 
Senator Ingalls. In this way Mr. Smith has 
been deprived of an assistant who has 
become valuable because of his knowledge 
of the duties of his place, acquired by the ex- 
perience of several years. Ali the most im- 
portant work is thrown upon the Superin- 
tendent, who cannot perform it without sacri- 
ficing his health, and the routine work cannot 
fail to fall behind from day to day. But 
Mr. Lake’s Senator has retired to private life 
and the Sergeant-at-Arms feels the necessity 
of support on the Republican side. The officers 
of the document-rooms of both the Senate and 
the House cannot be frequently changed with- 
out detriment to the service. There is danger 
that the same kind of a transaction will take 
place in the Hovse room, and the evil is so 
plain that Republicans are petitioning for the 
retention of Mr. Fitzhugh, who by long service 
has become valuable in his place.

WHAT IS NEEDED IN ALASKA, 
SENATOR SHERMAN’S BILL PROVIDING LAWS 
AND A COURT FOR THAT TERRITORY. 

Wasarxetox, Dec. 8.—If any system of 
government is provided for Alaska at the pres- 
ent session it is probable that the plan advo- 
cated in a bill introduced by Senator Sherman 
will be adopted. This bill sets up a judicial 
district in the territory and establishes there a 
District Court, with the jurisdiction, civil and 
criminal, which is given by law to the District 
Courts of the United States, and such other 
jurisdiction as may be corferred by the 
laws of Washington Territory. The Judge 
is to be appointed by the President, 
with a salary of $3,000, The bill also provides 
for the appointment of an Attorney and a 
Marshal for the District, whose fees and sala- 
ties shall be the same as those of similar offi- 


cers in Washington Territory. A Clerk is 
also to be appointed. Two terms in each year 
are provided for, one at Sitka and the other at 
Wrangel, with special sessions when neces- 
sary. The general criminal laws of Wash- 
9 ane Territory are extended over 
Alaska. Three Justices of the Peace 
are to be appointed, one to hold 
court at Sitka, one at Wrangel, and 
the other on the deck of the revenue marine 
steamer ir any port along the eoast. Appeals 
from the Justiee Courts must be taken to the 
Distriet Court. The fines received by the Jus- 
tices are to be paid to the Collector of. Cus- 
toms. There are also to be three constables, 
one of whom is to be the jailer. The Justices 
are to have jurisdiction in all testamentary 
and probate matters, and their courte are 
to courts of record. ‘The Justices 
are to be ex officio United States Court 
Commissioners and sige pit to grant write

This Board of Trade petitioned Con- 
gress to-day to establish in Alaska a simple, 
effective, and comparatively inexpensive sys- 
tem of government.

A USELESS MILITIA LAW. 
CONGRESS ASKED TO AMEND THE ACT OF 
1792 80 THAT IT WILL BE OPERATIVE. 
Wasnineton, Dec. 8.—The National 
Guard Association of the United States, by 
President Wingate and Corresponding Secre- 
tary Wetmore, has addressed to Congress a 
memorial asking for the amendment of the 
existing Militia laws. The association asserts 
that the existing law, enacted in 1792, has for 
many years been inoperative, and that its en- 
forcement to-day would create a Militia force 
of 7,000,000 men. In place of the Federal 
Militia provided for by this law, Militia or- 
ganizations have arisen under State laws, but 
these organizations are not, the association 


says, recognized by Federal laws. The an- 
nual ‘appropriation of $200,000 provided 
by enactment in 1808 is inadequate for 
the equipment of the existing volunteer 
forces, and owing to the provisions of the law 
the use of the appropriation is restricted to 
arms and equipment, and the Militia can pro- 
cure camp equipage, clothing, &c., only by 
State appropriations. The association is op- 
posed to any change in the relative authority 
now exercised by Federal and State Govern- 
ments over the Militia, to any interference 
with the existing military organizations of 
the States and to the creation of a new force, 
but it urges the amendment of the law in four 
particulars. It asks, first, that enrolled Mili- 
tia shall be divided into two classes, the active 
and the inactive; second, that the volunteer mil- 
itary organizations of the respective States be 
recognized as the active Militia; third, that 
the annual appropriation for Militia be in- 
creased to $1,000,000; fourth, that provision 
be made for the use of the appropriation in 
furnishing clothing and camp equipage as well 
as arms and equipments, or, when desired by 
any State, for its use in paying Militia for 
duty, annual camps, and instruction. 





GEN. ARTHUR IN THE WHITE HOUSE. 
Wasnineton, Dec. 8.—The President 
took up his residence at the White House last 
evening, the occasion being marked by an in- 
formal dinner served in the state dinimg-room, 
at which only a few personal friends were 
present, among whom were Messrs. John 
H. Starin, Hugh Hastings, Richard Crow- 
ley, and Howard Carroll, of New- 
York. This morning the usual crowd 
that visits the White House appeared, 
but it was notieed that the office-seekers were 
not so numerous as has been usual upon the 
advent of a new President. The absence of 
this class of visitors is due, perhaps, to the fact 
that it was not generally known that the Pres- 
ident had taken possession of his official resi- 
dence. Most of those who ealled on the Presi- 
dent to-day were Senators and Representatives. 
It has been the custom of previous Presidents 
to see all visitors in the Executive Chamber, 
in which meetings of the Cabinet are held, but 
President Arthur has departed from this cus- 
tom, and while receiving all visitors in the 
Council Chamber, retires to the library which 
adjoins that chamber with such visitors as he 
desires to converse with. This is amuch more 
satisfactory arrangement, both for the Presi- 
dent and his visitors, as it furnishes an oppor- 
tunity for more full and free conversation. 


NEW LAWS DESIRED BY MISSOURI. 

Wasuineton, Dec. 8.—The Missouri Le- 
gislature has requested the Senators and mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives from that 
State to use their influence to secure the pas- 
sage of a bill granting pensions to all the sur- 
viving soldiers of the Mexican war and to the 
widows of those soldiers who are dead; a bill 
granting national aid to the Eads. ship 
railway across the Isthmus of Tehaun- 
tepec; a bill entirely removing the duty on 
salt, in theinterest of our export trade in bacon 
and beef; a bill establishing a Territorial Gov- 
ernment in the Indian Territory and opening 
the public lands in that Territory to settiement 
under the Homestead and Pre-emption laws; 
and a bill appropriating money for straighten- 
ing the course of the Grand River so as to re- 
elaim 500,000 acres of swamp and overflowed

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 8, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $210,000, 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $460,172 40, and from Customs $317,961 90, 

The bill granting the franking privilege to 
Mrs. Garfield was passed by the Senate to-day 
without objection. 

The total amount of 31¢ per cent. continued 
bonds received for redemption under the one 
hundred and fifth call up to date is $13,734,200. 

The President hassigned a convention provid- 
ing for an exchange of money orders between 
the United States and New-Zealand and New- 
South Wales. 

The Treasury Department purchased 400,000 
ounces of fine silver to-day for delivery at the 
Philadelphia, San Francisco, New-Orleans, 
and Carson Mints. 

Speaker Keifer to-day appointed Benjamin 
P. Gaines, of Ohio, to be his clerk. Heisa 
nephew of the Speaker, and served some time 
as correspondent of the Chicago 7imes. 

Secretary Blaine informed a friend to-day 
that he would retire from the State Depart- 
ment next Wednesday, and that the nomina- 
tion of ex-Senator Frelinghuysen as his suc- 
cessor would be sent to the Senate next 
Monday. 

The Secretary of the Treasury to-day au- 
thorized the Assistant Treasurer at New-York 
to redeem $5,000,000 of bends of the one hun- 
dred and sixth call in each week until further 
orders, beginning with Wednesday next, and 
to pay interest on the bonds to maturity, Jan. 
29, 1882. 

The Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Elections to-day disposed of the charges 
against Senators Miller and Lapham, of New- 

ork, who, it was “ex at the beginning of 
the last extra session, had procured their elec- 
tion to the Senate through irregularities and 
fraud. The matter was referred to a sub- 
committee for investigation. The sub-com- 
mittee having reported that there was no evi- 
dence to sustain the allegations, the committee

of the Territory. The billalso provides that 
the certified record of such marriages shall be 
admissible as evidence upon trial of any cause 
in any court of the Unitea States, The pro- 
visions of the bill are not to apply to mar- 
riages between Indians in the Territories, The 
other bill provides that no woman shall be dis- 
qualified as a witness in any trial for bigamy 
in the Territories by reason of her marriage 
to the defendant in the case.

A. Smith, of Washington. These gentlemen 
have been in conference during the day. 

A conference of the Republican members of 
the Assembly was held here to-day, but the 
Senatorship was not touched upon. The mat- 
ter under consideration was the distribution of 
State offices to the members of that body. 
Another conference of these members 
will be held to-morrow, when the Sen- 
atorship will come up. Several Republi- 
can members say to-night that all the 
old party lines are obliterated; that they were 
elected as Liberals, and disregard the claims 
of all persons upon old party lines alone. 
They desire, they aver, to have a man 
in the Senate who will be alive 
to the interests of the colored peo- 
ple in this State and whose will and 
power will be felt. The Liberal members of 
the Assembly will meet im caucus Tuesday 
night on the Senatorship. Some Republicans 
are already pledged to support Riddleberger 
against the field. Gen. Mahone, Riddleberger, 
Speaker Fowler, of the House, and other lead- 
ers of that party are closeted here to-night 
discussing the Senatorship. Riddleberger is 
confident of success.

Geneva, Dec. 8.—Engineers believe that 
with heavier artillery and solid shot the 
operations for dislodging impending masses of 
rock on the Risikopf will be successful. 

Maprip, Dec. 8.—El Liberal claims that 
Spain, as the suzerain of the Sultan of the 
8ooloo Archipelago, has the the right to veto 
any cession of territory he may make in the 
Island of Borneo. 

St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 8.—The Governor of 
Eastern Siberia solicits a yearly grant of 400,- 
000 rubles in aid of Russian emigration to the 
Amoor River region, to counterbalance the in- 
flux of the Chinese. 

Paris, Dec. 8.—The committee on the bill 
for the sale of the Crown jewels inspected them 
yesterday. It is proposed to retain an assort- 
ment, including certain presents from foreign 
monarchs and a sword valued at 250,000f. and 
possessing artistic value. The committee are also 
disinclined to sell the Regent diamond, fearing 
it would be bought by enterprising Americans 


for exhibition. Tboy arein faver of dispos- 
ing of diamonds te the value of 12,000,000f. 
possessing no historical value. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day, the 
grants asked for by the Government to defray 
the cost of the two new Ministries was adopted 
by a vote of 380 to 103.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec, 8 —The Governor of 
Saloniea contradicts the recent report that 
some Turkish officers and soldiers massacred a 
Christian family at Luca and carried off 16 
men, women, and children and £200. 

Lonpon, Dec. 8.—A Berlin correspondent 
says: ‘‘ The special Turkish envoy now here is 
instructed to indicate the advantages Germany 
might derive from a Turkish allignee in the 
event of complications with France.” 

Dr. Lamson, who is suspected of causing the 
death of a student at the Blenheim House 
Scheol, Wimbledon, with the view of sueceed- 
ing to his property, and who disappeared from 
that neighborhood, has been arrested. He will 
be formally charged with murder. 

A Berlin correspondent says: ‘Count 
Kalnoky, the newly appointed Austro-Hunga- 
rian Minister of Foreign Affairs, in nis inter- 
view with the Emperor William and Prince 
Bismarck yesterday, announced his resolution 
to continue the policy of Count Andrassy and 
Baron von Haymerlé.” 

Unofficial summaries of the speech of Signor 
Mancini, Minister of Foreign Affairs, in the 
Italian Chamber of Deputies, in reply to stric- 
tures on the Government’s policy, show that 
he reflected severely on the conduct of France 
in Tunis as unjust to Italy. France, he said, 
had stated that the occupation of Tunis would 
not be permanent, but did not say how long it 
would last. The House evinced sympathy 
with these strictures.

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UNPAID LABORERS REBELLING, 

Kineston, N. Y., Dec. 8.—About 30 of the 
Italian laborers employed on the West Shore and 
Buffalo Railway threw down their tools this morn- 
ing and refused to continue work until they were 
paid for services performed in the past. They were 
employed on that section of the road lying be- 
tween this city and Saugerties village. They have 
been paid no money since Oct. 25 last, although 
frequent promises have been made by the contrac- 
tors ngs that time. They came to this city this 
forenoon in search of legal redress. They were 
headed by their foreman, Guido, who was 
the only one of the pe who could 
speak or understand English. The laborers at- 
tracted much attention here by their filthy and 
nondescript appearance. They seem sadly in need 
of clothing and soap and water. Their case was 
taken in hand by ex-Congressman William Louns- 
bery and Justice Hull, of this citv, who will pre- 
sent their wrongs tothe court. According to the 
foreman’s time-book, it would appear that 80 days’ 
time has been put in without payment. Ten days’ 
notice will be given, and if the men are still un- 
paid at the expiration of that time; a lien will be

THREE HUNDRED LIVES REPORTED 
LOST. 

THE RING THEATRE TAKES FIRE JUST BE- 
FORE THE BEGINNING OF THE PERFORM- 
ANCE—A GREAT NUMBER OF PERSONS 
BURNED OR TRAMPLED TO DEATH—TER- 
RIBLE SCENES OF SUFFERING IN AND 
ABOUT THE BURNING PLAY-HOUSE,. 

Vienna, Dec. 8—9:30 P. M.—The Ring 

Theatre, formerly the Comie Opera-house, 

where Sarah Bernhardt recently performed, 

took fire at 7 o’clock to-night, just before the 
beginning of the opera ‘‘Les Contes d’Hoff- 

man.” ‘The fire was caused by the fall of a 

lamp on the stage, The house was tolerably 

full, and the loss of life is very great. 

Up to the present time 70 bodies have 





been recovered. Many persons were injured. 
Sixty persons were saved by means of 
ladders and by

to save life.

THE RING THEATRE. 

The conductor of Her Majesty’s Opera 
Company, Signor Arditi, says that the theatre, 
formerly known as the Opera Comique, was 
one of the largest and handsomest in Europe, 
and was very much liked by theatrical people, 
it having been used for grand opera, comic 
opera, concerts, and dramatic presenta- 
tions. ‘“‘It was to Vienna what the 
Academy of Music is to New-York City—- 
the great theatre of the city. Some 
of the greatest of foreign artists and singers 
have appeared there. I myself conducted there 
for two years when Patti sang there, and Min- 
nie Hauk and Nillson have also sung there 


to audiences that filled the house to over- 
flowing, and included the royalty, nobil- 
ity, and wealth of Vienna. Some new 
operas have been produced there, and 
nearly all the standard grand operas 
have been sung there by companies that in- 
cluded the finest singers on the stage. Rossi, Sal- 
vini, Bernhardt, and mostof the greatest Ger- 
man actors have played there. ts seating 
capacity was about 2,000, and its decorations 
were very elaborate and beautiful.” 

The Ring Theatre was built in 1873, and 
opened under the name of the Comic 


Opera-house. The theatre was opened 
first by Minnie Hauk in the “Bar- 
ber of Seville.” It was regarded 


as one of the handsomest play-houses in 
Vienna, and the most prominent names in 
the profession have appeared on its bills. 
It was used first for the production 
of light pieces, comic opera, &c., and did not 
prove a success financially, owing, it was 


thought, to bad management. For a 
time it owas simply leased out to 
such companies as happened in _ the 


city but for several vears it has been under the 
management of Herr Jauner, who is well 
known to foreign play-actors, and who changed 
its name to that of the Ring Theatre, and 
made it a success. The conductor was 
Heinrich Broch. Lucca, Rossi, Salvini, 
Sarah Bernhardt, Sothern, and Kindeman 
appeared at one time or another on its boards, 
Delibe’s opera, ‘tLe roi le dit,” had its in- 
itial performance there, the composer himself 
wishding the baton as conductor. Collini sang 


there, and Patti and Nicolini at differ- 
ent times. Jauner, the manager up 
to the time of the disaster of 


last night, is also the manager of the Vienna 
Theatre. Onder his direction the Ring Theatre 
had become one of the first theatres in Euro 
by good management, and holding its own in its 
beauty of construction. An old German actor, 
last evening, when informed of the loss of the 
structure, said: ‘‘ The Ring Theatre destroyed, 
the beautiful Ring Theatre; and all the 
great men who have played there. It is too 
bad. I remember seeing the great crowd 
there when Rossi, the Italian, played init. It 
was now under good management, and would 
have been the greatest in ail Europe.’

WORK OF THE GERMAN REICHSTAG. 
HERR WINDTHORST— 
ADVICE TO THE LIBERALS. 
Bern, Dec. 8.—At yesterday’s sitting of 


the Reichstag, in Committee of the Whole on 
the bill for the incorporation of Hamburg in 


the JZoNverein, Herr’ Bitter, Munister 
of Finance, stated that the North 
German Gazette would publish an 


article giving Herr Windthorst satisfaction for 
accusing him of having raised the question in 
committee whether England and Russia would 
not oppese the ineorporation of the Lower 
Elbe, and insinuating that he had been the. 


mouthpiece of foreign agents in the matter. 
Prince Bismarck expressed surprise at mem- 
bers of the pary of the Centre absentiag 
themselves from his soiree, and _ said 
he had rot even read _ the article 
in the North German Gazette. Herr 
Bitter’s speech produced considerable 
surprise in the Reichstag, particularly as the 
North German Gazette was considered to have 
renewed the attaek on Herr Windthorst, as it 
merely explained that in its previous issue it 
omitted to begin a new paragraph so as to 
separate the opinions of the journal from the 
report of the proceedings of the committee. 
The Conservatives openly own that they are 
painfully affected by this incident, and it 
is generaliy anticipated that there will 
be another split between the Ministry 
and the Centre Party, as Prince 
Bismarck is believed to be irritated against 
the Centre on account of the rejection of his 
bill for the establishment of an Economic 
Council. ' 

Various faetions of the Left will combine 
and introduce a bill at the present session for 
insurance against accidents. It will provide 
for compulsory insurance by workmen, and 
will be in other respects modeled on the for- 
mer bill introduced by the Government. 

It has been established beyond a doubt that 
the North German Gazette’s attack upon Herr 
Windthorst was based upon a garbled report 
of the proceedings of the committee of the 
Reichstag. Herr Bitter furnished the North 
German Gazette with a correct version, but 
that journal refused to insert it.

FOUR NEW SAINTS. 

THE CEREMONY OF CANONIZATION CELE- 
BRATED WITH GREAT POMP BY THE POPE. 

Romp, Dec. 8.—The ceremony of the can- 
onization of Labre, De Rossi, Laurent, and 
Claire took place to-day according to pro- 
gramme. Groups of people assembled as early 
as 6 o’clock in the morning at poirts 
wherever it was thought possible to obtain a 
view of the spectacle. The weather was fine, 
andthe proceedings were without amy un- 
toward incident. The ticket-holders were 
elosely scrutinized before being granted ad- 
mission. The hall in which the ceremony 
took place was crowded, and several ecclesi- 
astics fainted. The Pope entered in great 
pomp, borne upon the sedia gestatoria. He 
was preceded by a procession of 350 digni- 
taries, including Cardinals, patriarchs, &c. 
After the ceremony the city bells were 
rurxg. The Pope celebrated the mass, 
His voice was very feeble, and he constantly 
required the support of his assistants. He sub- 
sequently delivered a homily on _ the 
part played in the world by _ the 
holy persons who had since joined the 
communion of the saints. He said he was 
rejoiced, in the midst of his tribulations, to be 
able to augment the number of the elect, who in- 
terceded with the Almighty for the Church and 
society. Regret was generally expressed that 
the proceedings were not held in the basilica of 
St. Peter’s itself, even if it had been necessary 
to elose the outer doors, instead of in the hall 
above. The ordinary Roman population ap- 
peared indifferent to the ceremony.

OPINIONS OF AHMZRICAN POLICY. 
POINTS IM PRESIDENT ARTHUR’S MESSAGE 
CRITICISED ABROAD. 

Lonpon, Dec. 8.—The Zimes, in an edi- 
torial commenting on the Message of President 
Arthur, says: ‘*‘ The languishing condition of 
the American mercantile marine is undoubted- 
ly due to the indirect effect of protection, but 
President Arthur only giscovers in it reason 
for lamenting that this branch of enterprise 
also has not been protected, and for suggesting 
that the omission be repaired. It isdifficult to 
see how protection can be applied to the carry- 
ing trade except in the shape of bounties, 
which will, however, have the advantage, as 
the protectionists may think, of handicapping 
the foreigner and absorbing some part of the 
surplus, the existence of which threatens to 
bring about a reduction of import duties.” 

The Daily News says: ‘‘The European pow- 
ers have no desire to meddle with affairs on 
the American continent, but it is very remote 
from meddling for them to agree together that, 
if the Panama Canal is completed, no war 
ships shall iF through it in time of war, and 
that it shall never be closed by any hostile 
fleet against — cargoes, which, it is 
hoped, will find their way from Europe to the 
western shores of the American continent and 
to our own Australian colonies by that route.”’ 

St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 8.—The ovoe Vremya 
expresses indignation at the reference in Presi- 
dent Arthur’s Message to the representa- 
tions made by the United States Gov- 
ernment to Russia on the subiect of 
the Jews. Jt says that President 
Arthur has departed from the principles of 
the American policy of non-interference in 
the affairs of foreign countries, and it remarks 
that the Message does not refer to England’s 
treatment of Ireland. It further says that 
President Arthur recently repelled interfer- 
ence in regard to the Panama Canal, but yet 
allows himself to judge Russian affairs, which 
he does not understand.

PENDLETON’S BUSY ENEMIES. 


Be <P EO RES 
DANGERS TO PRESIDENTIAL ASPIRATIONS— 
THE SENATOR’S REBUFF AT THE STATE 
CONVENTION. 

eCoLumBos, Dec, 8.—Mr. George H. Pen} 
dleton is not only hedged about by enemies 
who are seeking to win the State away from 
him, but is also beset by enemies within his 
own party. That he is seriously and earnestly 
a candidate for the next Presidential nomina- 
tion by the Democratic Party has passed away 
beyond the bounds of speculation, as it is both 
admitted by his friends and declared by his 
enemies. It has all along been thought that 
his most serious foes might be the dissatisfied 
partisans here and there who would take their 
revenge in grumbling, and not make any direct 
effort to take the Ohio delegation from him and 
giveittoanahen. But evidence comes direct 
from Springfield and Cincinnati that a combi- 
nation in support of Mr. Tilden has been made 
by Mr. Bookwalter, late Democratic candidate 
for Governor, and Mr. William W. Armstrong, 
member of the National Democratic Commit- 


tee, editor of the Cleveland Plain Dealer, and 
a power within the Democratic Party of Ohio. 

As has already been shown in THE TIMES, 
Mr. Bookwalter has behind him a strong 
wing of the Democratic Party of the State, 
composed of young men full of pluck and vigor 
and determined to wage war upon every man 
who deserted their candidate in the hour of 
peril. That Mr. Pendleton is on this black listis 
of course known by allwho are atall acquainted 
with Ohio politics. Behind Mr. Armstrong there 
stands a strong personal following, and in ad- 
dition to that he also has the supportof the 
Payne men, who haveascore to settle with 
Mr. Pendleton in their own right. It isknown 
that the Senator did not hesitate during the 
Cincinnati Convention to characterize the 
Payne movement as an impertinence, in view 
of the fact that the State Democratic Conven- 
tion had instructed its delegates for Mr. Thur- 
man, when Mr. Pendleton and every other 
man there knew that Thurman had no show 
for the nomination. This needless and un- 
called-for opposition on the part of so promi- 
nent a man as a United States Senator, 
against the only Onio man who had a chance 
for the nomination, was deeply resented by 
the Payne men and measured at its true 
worth—that Mr. Pendleton did not wish the 
nomination of 1880 to come to one Ohio man 
for fear that it might not be given to another 
Ohio man in 1884. He stood loyally up for 
Mr. Thurman when he could do him no good, 
and was an enemy to Mr. Payne, whom he 
might have greatly aided. Mr. Payne’s friends 
remember al! this, and can be counted among 
the most bitter enemies that Senator Pendle- 
ton has in Ohio, They are Tilden men at heart, 
and Mr. Armstrong can count upon the De- 
mocracy of Northern Ohio to rally to his 
standard if he raise it in aid of Mr. Tilden. 
Gen. Steedman and his Toledv newspaper, the 
Democrat, have already spoken for Tilden, 
andif Mr. Armstrong’s Piain Dealer—the only 
real Democratic daily of any size in Ohio—has 
not yet come out for Tilden it has at least said 
plainly that it was not fer Pendleton. 

A scrap of not yet written history has come 
to light, and can be related as appropriate, 
proving, as it does, that Mr. Pendleton re- 
ceived a most mortifying snub at the hands of 
the leaders of his own party. When the State 
Committee met on the evening before the State 
Convention, it was plainly said by the friends 
of Mr. Pendleton that he was very anxious to 
be made temporary Chairman of the conven- 
tion, inasmuch as the same honor had been 
awarded Senator Sherman at the hands of the 
Republican State Convention; that he had a 
speech ere and that he would be disap- 
pointed if he did not receive the honor. The 
Payne interest here saw an opvortunity 
for revenge that might not come 
again in a decade. Mr. Armstrong, 
holding a Cleveland proxy, arose on the 
assembling of the committee, and, by a stroke 
of deep diplomacy, moved that Mr. J. E. 
Spear, of the Cincinnati Hnquirer, be made 
temporary Chairman of the convention. Mr. 
Spear, who was also holding a proxy for 
Hamilton County as the rapresentative of 
Mr. Pendleton, and therefore present at the 
time, protested against the selection, as he 
thought the slight to Senator Pendleton would 
be deeply felt. But the committee, having 
Stanley Matthews in eye, took grim satisfac- 
tion in forcing-the castigation, and would not 
accept Mr. Spear’s declination, and by an 
almost unanimous vote he was elected. Mr. 
Spear, pleased with the honor, but afraid of 
appearing as an Esau to Mr. Pendleton’s 


Jacob, asked for a half-hour in which 
to form his decision, and it wi 
granted. He was hardly well out o 


the room before Mr. Armstrong, aided and 
abetted by Committeemen Paige, of Akron; 
Haynes, of Fremont; Apthorp, of Ashtabula, 
and McConnville, of Steubenville—all Peyne 
men—determined to force the revenge to its 
conelusion. Mr. Armstrong thereupon moved 
that Mr. J. Frank MeKinney be made the tem- 

orary Chairman in case Mr. Spear declined. 
t was carried, the committee adjourned, and 
the result was telephoned to Mr. Spear at the 
Park House, where be was in consultation 
with Senator Pendleton. Later in the evenin 
Mr. Spear hunted Mr. MeKinney up and to 
him that, under Mr. Pendleton’s advice, he had 
decided to accept the Chairmanship. On the 
day following, determined to obtain of the 
party what he had failed to reach through the 
committee, Mr. Pendleton began to work for 
the permanent Chairmanship. But he was 
soon met , Bo grim intimation that his name 
had better lett out of the question, as he 
would be voted down in the Commitee on 
Organization, and if not there, in the conven- 
tion itself. Satisfied that this would be the 
result, the Senator told his friends to be quiet, 
and himself remained at the hotelin anything 
buta happy frame of mind.

The vote for Stanley Matthews and the at- 
tack on Mr. Payne are not the only scores Mr.

WasHINnGTOoN, Dec, 8.—The court was called 
to order this morning at a few minutes after 10 
o'clock, and soon afterward the prisoner wag 
brought in, carrying under his arm the usual bundle 
of newspapers. While the Marshal was taking off 
his handcuffs the prisoner made his first speech of 
the day. “I see,’’ he said, “‘ that a crank in Chicago 
said I talked with him about this case.

While Mr. Porter was earnestly arguing the point 
of law. now and then managing to get in an appeal 
to the jury, the prisoner broke in with: “Hold 
your thunder, Judge, until you get to the jury. 
You are doing the business too much.” Again, 
when Mr. Porter referred to him as a criminal, the 
prisoner angrilv interrupted: “I amnota criminal, 
and I object to the word nntil I arm convicted. 
Just hold your thunder on that point.” 

Q.—Did you ever hear in your father’s family, 
during your mother’s life or after her death, that 
she was insane? A.—No. 

Witness then gave a description of her sister 
Abby’s character, showing her to be imbecile rather 
than insane, or, as witness stated it, “a chiidish 
mind in an old body.”” In none of the family had 
she ever seen any indication of insanity. 

On cross-examination, Mr. Scoville inquired 
whether witness had any prejudice against insan- ’ 
ity being shown in the family? A.—I may have, in 
view of the influence on children and others; not 
on myself. IfI thought Ihad a nervous child [ 
should dislike to have them constantly feeling 
that they were subject to insanity. 

Witness stated that hersister Abby was now in 
the State Asylum forthe Insane. Her father had 
died insane. 


A ROW IN THE GUITEAU FAMILY. 

As witness was about to leave the stand J. Wil- 
son Guitean rose and said: “It may not be quite 
relevant, but I would like to cail the attention of 
the court to the question and answer in regard 
to William L. Maynard, and have it called out as 
irrelevant. It has nothing to do with the case 
whether he had softening of the brain or anything 
else that I know. This record goes before the 
world, and while I have no sentiment on the ques- 
tion of insanity so far as the truth goes, [ abject to 
lugging in things about persons that have no blood 
relationship to the prisoner.”* 

The District Attorney—The only person about 
whom the defense could prove any insanity is Abby 
Maynard. 

The Prisoner—How about Mrs. Parker. 

The District Attorney—I was about tosay that, 





Mr. Guiteau. It is quite important thatthe jury 
should know and that these gentlemen sho 
know that, ff there was any hereditary weaknessot 


mind in Abby Maynard, it was more likely te come 
from the father than from the mother. 

The Prisoner—That is not true in fact. 

Mr. Scoville, (leaning across the table and angrily 
addressing J. W. Guiteau)—You have got to keep 
quiet, and that's all about it. 

The District Attorney- This is a delicate situa- 
tion and a situation that has been forced upon us. 

The Prisoner—Very delicate for your case; it will 
be still more delicate before you get through. 

The District Attorney—It is much more probable 
that the existence of an unsound mind came 
from the father — — the mother, Loy: 2. do 
not propose to press inquiry one step oer. 

The Prisoner—Mrs. Wilson seems to be @ bright 
lady, but of course she is prejudiced against giving 
an idea of unsound mind in the fanrily. : 

Mr. Scoville. (angrily) —I have no inclination to 
suppress a single fact that is material. lam 
that the record should retain that evidence. But 
do ohject.if I am to try this case for the defense, ta 
Mr. J. Wilson Guitean manifesting his desire to ob- 
ject to the proving insanity in this case. 4 

“So do I.”’ exclaimed the prisoner violently, “he 
ought to go back to Boston.” 

“I do not propose,” continued Mr. Scoville, 
“and I will not be. hampered by his objections.” 

“T never knew anyching about the man for 

ears,” cried the prisoner. “I never recwgnized 

im before for yeara. He has crawied intothiscase 
trying to get some notoriety out of me. He had 
no business to open his head on this case. That is 
all lhave tosay to him. The mere fact that be 
happens to bear the same name that I dois ail 
there is of brother between us. He is no brother 
in any possible sense of the word. He seems to be 
a very clever fellow for the last three or four 
weeks, and I am giad I got acquainted with him.” 

The court direeted Mr. J. W. Guitean that he 
must not interrupt the preceedings. 

The next witness was. Mr. George c Maynard, of 
Washington. (tbe gentleman from the pris- 
oner borro the money and with which he 
bought the pistol, and who has already testitied im 
the case.) He isa cousin to the last witness, and 
know her mother, Mrs. Maynard. very intimateiy 
for .

The Prisoner—It was in ire you're right, 


Q.—Did you see anything in his conduct that 
would indicate that he was of unsound mind? A. 
—Nothing whatever. 

The Prisoner—What has that to do with the con- 
dition of my mind. From the middle of May till 
the Ist of Jaly I hada chance to go crazy a hun- 
dred times. [Laughter.}] That shows the very 
wort work on the part of the prosecution. If in 
had to pay so much money, Corkhill, you wouldn’t 
do this, but the tax-payers have got to pay it. 

The cross-examination elicited nothing new ex- 
cept that the witness had never held extended con- 
versations with the prisoner. 

Florence L. Bartiett, the wife of the last witness, 
Was questioned as to Guiteau’s throwing a dog 
down stairs, The testimony was unimportant and 
the spectators seemed to agree with the witness 
when she said her opinion was that “it was a good 


deal of talk about a very small matter.” Witness 
never saw avy condtct on the part of the prisoner 


which led her to believe that he was in the remot- 
est degree insane. 

The cross-examination failed to shake the wit- 
mness’s testimony, and the prisoner interjected the 
remark that *“*We’ve had enough of this dog busi- 
mess.”’ 

Howard C. Dunham, acting Secretary of the 
— Peace Society of Boston, then took the 
stand. 

The Prisoner—I talked with this man in Boston 


two or three years ago about my book. That's all 
he knows about me. 

Q.—What were your opportunities for knowing 
the prisoner? 

The Prisoner—He thought I was badly cranked 
about my book. That is what he thought about 
me. He thought that it wasa literary curiosity at 
that time. 

A.—In November, 1879, the prisoner secured desk- 
room in our office, After a few weeks he said that 
theology did not pay and that he was after money. 
Witness did not see the prisoner after April, 1880. 
On June 9, 1881, he received a letter from Guiteau. 

The District Attorney asked witness to read that 
letter, but it was first handed to Mr. Scoville to 
peruse. He objected to its being now offered by 
the prosecution as to the sanity or insanity of the 
prisoner. ‘' This objection is based,” he said, ‘‘on 
the claim I make that they should have introduced 
all their evidence in chief; that the burden of proof 
Tests with them.” ;

The letter was then read. It is dated “ Riggs 
House, Washington, D. C., June 8, 1881,”. and asks 
merely that Mr. Dunham forward to the prisoner a 
copy of his book ‘‘ Truth,” and states that he has 
been in politics since June, 1880. 

Q.—From your knowledge of his character, your 
observation of his conduct, and from listening to 
his discussions on religious subjects, had you any 
Buspicions that he was insane? A.—I had not. 

On cross-examination witness said he might have 
told the prisoner that his book was a literary curi- 
osity. There were certain unique and curious ex- 
pressions in it. 

The Prisoner—He said that some time he would 
read the book carefully, and possibly would be my 
first convert. 

On redirect examination witness said that John 
Wilson Guiteau had stated to him in Boston about 
Nov. 1 that there was not a well-established ease 
of insanity in the family. 

The Prisoner, (excitedly)—He is no expert. He 
has a miserable notion that it would be a disgrace 
to the Guiteau family to have it appear that this 

an insane case. Itisa very sickly position for 

im to take. 

The District Attorney—Did he notice the only 
exception? 

The Prisoner—I am the only exception. 

&The Witness—I think he said that he had an 
ancle who was intemperate. He also said that he 
regarded that a great crime had been committed, 
and that that was a sufficient reproach upon the 
family without adding the taint of insanity to it. 

The Prisoner—That is just his sickly notion of 
the whole business. 

“vg Scoville—J. W. Guiteau said to you that this 
ect— 

Mr. Porter—Crime. 

The Prisoner, (angrily)—I object to your speaking 
of this matteras a crime orof measa criminal 
until after you convict me. We've had enough of 
this assassination businegs. 

Mr. Scoville—Did he sdy that he considered the 
sct of his brother as a sufficient disgrace without 
having the family charged with hereditary insan- 
Ity ? A.—He was apparently— 

Q.—Did he say substantially this, that he would 
rather see bis brother hanged than have hereditary 
Insanity proved? A.—He did not. 

_The Prisoner—That’s his idea. I want to repu- 
piste his whole feeling on this question. He is no 

rother to me. He bears the same name, and that 
is all the connection Ihave with him. I didn’t go 
to his house in Boston but once, I never recog- 
nized him as a brother. He is a good fellow. I 
like him better now than ever before. 

The Witness—I think he said afterward that his 
opinion had been somewhat modified, and that he 
had come to think that his brother might be insane. 

The Prisoner—Supposing he did or did not; what 
has that got to do with this case? 

The Witness—What Mr. Guiteau said was that 
there was no well-authenticated case of insanity 
that could be proved. 

The Prisoner—That is false. It has been shown 
that two of my cousins sre ina lunatic asylum; 
probably I will be there soon. 

PRESIDENT ARTHUR’S STATEMENT. 

The District Attorney here sent up to Judge Cox- 
a communication received by him from the Presi- 
dent of the United States. The Judge, after read- 
ingit, sentit down to Mr. Seoville, with the re- 
mark that the paper contained the President's an- 
swers to his (Mr. Scoville’s) interrogatories. 

The Prisoner—I had sent the President a note 
this afternoon requesting him not to appear in this 
case, and saying that I did not want his answers to 


the interrogatories. Ipresume he sent them be- 
fore he got my note. 

The next witness was John Palmer, proprietor of 
the Circular-Street House, Saratoga Springs. The 
substance of his testimony was that the prisoner 
spent a week at his house in July, 1880, and left 
without paying his bill. 

The Prisoner—That is all that he knows about 
me. I presume that it has cost the Government 
$100 to prove that point. It is a great waste of 
public money. I went to Saratoga to deliver a lec- 
ture, and, as usual, I did not draw, and got out of 
money. 

Mr. Scoville read to the court the answers of 
President Arthur to the interrogatories. 

To the first and second questions, whether he 
knew the prisoner and how often he had seen him, 
the President replied that he knows him; that he 
bas seen him at least 10 times, and possibly 20 times. 

To the question as to whether he had ever had 
conversations with him, he replies: ** None, ex- 
cepting to return the ordinary salutations of the 
day, and once ortwice in answer to his request to 
be employed in the campaign as a speaker by the 

Republican State Committee, of which I was Chair- 
man.” 

To the question what political services the pris- 
oner had rendered to the Republican Pgrty during 
the last Presidential campaign, the answer is: 
** None that I know of.” 

The fifth question was whether there was any- 
thing in the prisoner’s relations to himself or to 
Gen. Grant or to Senator Conkling or any other 
leader of the Republican Party, sociaily or politi- 
cally, to furnish him with any ground for suppos- 
Ing that he woald receive any political preferment. 
The answer is ‘‘no.” 

The Prisoner—That is a matter of opinion. 

The last question was: “Did you ever give him 
any reason to think he could have any political or 
personal influence with you?” The answeris: “I 
never did,” 

The Prisoner—He never had occasion to. 

The President adds to his answers the following: 
**T have been requested by counsel for the defense 
to produce a letter written by the prisorer since 
his indictment. That letter was received by mein 
October last, and was not preserved. I do not rec- 
ollect its contents particularly, excepting that it 
contained some claim of his having rendered some 
important services to the Republican Party during 
the Presidential campaign and an appeal for the 

ostponement of his trial to give him time to pre- 
pare for his defense.” 


The Prisoner—That is all that there was to it. 
THE REV. DR. MACARTHUR’S TESTIMONY. 
The next witness was the Rey. R. 8. MacArthur, 


Pastor of the Calvary Baptist Church, of New- 
York. 

As soon as he was sworn, the prisoner remarked: 
“Iknow Dr. MacArthur very well; he is a nice, 
fine fellow—very high-toned in every way. Iowe 
him $95.” 

In answer to the question, When, where, and 
under what circumstances he had known the 
prisoner, the witness said: ‘‘In the latter part of 
June orthe early part of July, 1872, the prisoner 
introduced himself and his wife to me at the 


close of one of the Sunday morning ser- 
vices. He presented at the same time a letter 
of dismission from the First Baptist Church of 
Chicago, of which the Rev. W. W. Evarts was then 
tea This letter dismissed him and his wife 
onorably trom that church, and recommended 
them heartily to the watchful care and fellowship 
pf the Calvary Baptist Church, of which I was then, 
nd am now, Pastor: with the letter was also 
is business card—Charles J. Guiteau, At- 
rney and Counselor at law, at such a num- 
ber, Broadway. He stated to me at that 
time that in Chicago he had had a lucrative prac- 
tice of law. but that, owing to the disasters fol- 
lowing the fire, his praatine had entirely, or in 
good part, gone, and that now he and his wife had 
come to New-York to start life afresh. He was 
gentlemanly in his manner, and was neatly, I 
might say elegantly, dressed. His deportment, 
f not specially repossessing, Was  cer- 
nly not noticeably unprepossessing. My 
art went out to him kindly. He 
and his wife had struggled with: adverse for- 
tune, and had to come to try life over again in the 
eat City of New-York. I received him with cor- 
fality. I think I may say that the church of which 
have the honor to be Pastor has a reputation for 
ting strangers cordially and for extending help 
ward the worthy, I introduced him and his wife 
men of prominence in society and in church re- 
tions, and know that I was -of service to him,

Mr. Scoville remarked that he objected to the 
witness's stating the qualifications of some Chair- 
man of a committee, not knowing how far he might 
go in that history. 

The Prisoner—Dr. MacArthur is an orator, as you 
may see by the way he talks. [Laughter.] 

The Witness—I was simply about to say that this 
gentieman, after an interview with the prisoner 
and his wife, heartily recommended them to the 


fellowship of the church. Owing to the fact that 
the church was closed during a portion of the Sum- 


mer, we were not able to act on the letter, but at 
our first regular business meeting in Sep- 
tember, 1872, the prisoner and his wife were 
received into the fellowship of our church. In the 
meantime, I had been of some service to him, in- 
troducing him to some gentlemen of the legal pro- 
fession and to other gentlemen of some standing. 
His wife came to me one Saturday, late in July or 


early in August, with a letter from her husband, 
stating that he was in great distress for money. I 


have looked for the letter, but have not found it, 
It stated that a case was then in court on which a 
decision was expected on the following Monday 
and thata large fee would be received and the 
money returned. The letter inclosed a promissory 
note to me, the amount being $100, 

Mr. Scoville—Have you got that promissory note? 

The Witness—No; I did not think it negotiable, 
and have not Fier ty a it. The money were most 
urgently asked for by the wife. They were to be 
turned out on the sidewalk if the money was not 
given. When my heart goes out kindly toward a 
mun believed to be worthy, my hand goes out in 
helpfulness, and soI gave the money. Afterward 
letters were received from the prisoner expressing 
his regret that he could not pay me as promised, 
and so the time passed on. That Fall we 
were entering on a . political campaign. 
During the early part of the Fall the 
prisoner used to attend our meetings and to par- 
ticipate in our prayers and remarks. He was al- 
ways welcome, There was nothing noticeable 
either in the direction of superior excellence or in 
the direction of peculiar unfitness in his remarks. 
He received that hearty welcome which a kind- 
hearted church would extend to a man believed to 
be worthy. During this campaign he was not seen 
at our meetings so often, and the reason assigned 
by him was (using the phrase which he used) that 
he had gone to some degree into politics, and that 
he expected an office asto the results of these po- 
litical excitements. 

The Prisoner—I took some interest in Horace 
Greeley in 1872. 

The District Attorney—Do you recollect the office 
that he expected ? 

The Prisoner—I did not expect any office at that 
time, Colonel. 

The Witness—My impression is that the office 
was Minister to Chili. 

The Prisoner—Nothing of the kind. I think it 
possible I may have mentioned to you the Swiss 
mission. It was that which I had in my mind at 
that time. I never had any idea of the Chilian mis- 
sion. I think I had some idea that if Horace 
Greeley were elected he would let me have the 
Swiss mission. It is only a small affair any way— 
only $5,000 a year. [Laughter.] 

The Witness—During the year 1872 and the early 
part of 1873 we saw him at the meetings less fre- 
quently. Now and then there were remarks made 
in newspapers reflecting, somewhat, on his charac- 
ter in the management of some business affairs, 
but in conversation with me he gave what he 
deemed a satisfactory explanation, and there 
seemed to be no sure ground on which proceed- 
ings of discipline could be instituted against him, 
= so the matter went along until the Spring of 
1875. 

The Prisoner, (addressing the witness)—You re- 
member, Doctor, that the trouble with the Herald 
was in April, 1874, and that this conversation with 
me was inthe Fall of 1874. At that time I had got 
pretty badly run down on account of the Hera/d dis- 
ability. Itold you about it, and you sympathized 
with me about it, as you always did, in a very kind 
way. 

The Witness, (without noticing the interruption) 
—I remember that he was arrested and thrown into 
Jefferson Market Jail because of some difficulty 
with a hotel. and that from the jail he wrote to me 
saying that I was the only one to whom he could 
apply, and that he was absolutely helpless, I put 
myself out very considerably to goto the jail to see 
him. I saw the Judge, and the Judge kindly of- 
fered to attach importance to any suggestion 
that I might make to him. I informed him, 
however, that I wished the law to take its course. 
I then saw the prisonerin the corridor of the jail. 
and although besought very piteously by him to in- 
tercede in his behalf and procure bail for him if 

ossible, I shut out the natural promptings of my 
reart and told him that I feared he was a bad man, 
and that he must allow the law to take its course. 
I saw him led away by the proper officer and go 
into the cell. In the meantime it came to the 
knowledge of the officers of the church that he had 
been guilty of gross immorality. 

The Prisoner—That was the time that I com- 
mitted adultery so that I might get a divorce. 
That was all there was init. i was not going to 
live all my life with a woman I did not like. Ihad 
no business to marry her at all. 

The Witness, (still ignoring the interruption)— 
And about the 13th of April. 1875, he was sum- 
moned to appear before the Advisory Committee 
to answer to the charge of gross immorality. I 
was Chairman of that comrhittee. There were 
three counts to the charge. The first was that he 
took money which his wife earned by working in 
a hotelin the country and which was remitted to 
him‘to assist in supporting him. 

The Prisoner. (interrupting)—That is absolutely 
false, Doctor; I never heard that story before. 

The Witness, (still ignoring the interruption)—And 
spent it in improper relations with other women. 

The Prisoner, (with excitement)—That is abso- 
lutely false. If my wife told you that, she told a lie. 

The Witness, (continuing his narrative)—The sec- 
ond count was that he had been guilty, by frequent 
acts, of violation of his marriage vows. 

The Prisoner, (again breaking in)—I only married 
that woman on 10 hours’ notice, and that is reason 
enough why I could not live with her. 

The Witness—The third count was that as a re- 
sult of those reported acts ot infidelity he was suf- 
fering from a vile and loathsome disease. 

The Prisoner—That is false. 

The Witness—Those charges were recited to the 
prisoner by myself in the presence of the com- 
mittee. ; 

The Prisoner—That is erroneous. I beg to differ 
from you. . 

The Court, (severely)—Keep quiet. Let the wit- 
ness gc on. 

The District Attorney, (to the witness)—Pay no 
attention to him. 

*The Witness—I recited those charges to the pris- 
oner, and he acknowledged the truth of every one 
of them. He stated as his excuse that his wife was 
absent: that nature's demahds had to be met, and 
that he could not resist the enticements of lewd 
women on the streets. He was pressed to know 
whether he felt a sense of guilt, whether there was 
any consciousness of remorse, or repentance for 
the past, or any promise of reformation for the fu- 
ture. The church was disposed to deal fairly. The 
gentlemen on that committee were gentlemen who 
were above anything like unfairness toward any 
person. 

The Prisoner, (in spite{of all Mr. Scoville’s efforts 
to repress him)—I remember this. Itake back my 
contradiction to what tke Doctor said because, 
upon thinking it over, I find it is correct. The men 
on that committee said that ve | had been in the 
same boat themselves, and for that reason they felt 
sympathetic. They thought that if a man had been 
unfortunately married ne had a right to get 
out of it. : 

Mr. Scoville—I have not objected to any testi- 
mony in this case if it seemed to have any bearing 
whatever on the guilt or innocence of the prisoner. 
T have permitted this witness to state things clearly 
irrelevant and entirely inadmissible. Vhe witness 
seems to be a very willing one, and answers 
a great deal more than he is asked, 
but now he is going on to. state’ the 
conclusions of a committee acting in a judicial 
capacity, who never were sworn, never Were au- 
thorized by law to act in such a eapacity. and to 
give them the force and effect of a court of 
record. I object to this testimony. 

The court sustained the objection. 

The Prisoner, (excitedly)—I never had;but one in- 
terview with him, (alluding to the witness;) I re- 
callitnow. I was formally excommunicated, and 
let the whole thing go by default because I was in 
Chicago. 

The District Attorney—The defense has endeav- 
ored to show by sporadic acts that this man was 
insane; we are showing his conduct to rebut it. 

‘*) have been strictly virtuous for six or seven 
years,’ interrupted the prisoner; ‘** mark that 
down. You are picking up my whole record from 
infancy, and I say it is an outrage on decency.” 

The District Attorney—We present this testi- 
mony because we want to show that what the de- 
fense calis insanity is nothing more than devilish 
depravity. 4 

It was with some difficulty that the applause 
which greeted this remark could be quelled. The 
Marshal, then, in order to make an example, let 
out of the court-room a lad who had been particu- 
larly noisy, and the court stated that upon any re- 
currence of the applause he would order the room 
cleared. ° 

When order had been secured the witness pro- 
ceeded. There was at that time on the part of the 
prisoner no evidence of repentance for the past. 

Mr. Scoville objected, and the prisoner reminded 
the witness that *' this is not a prayer-meeting.”’ 

The Witness—There was very great solicitude 
when the church proceeded against him. | 

The Prisoner—I didn’t eare a snap about it. 

Mr. Scoville, (impatiently)—I shall not permit the 
witness to go on with any more declamation if I 
can prevent it. 

The Witness—The prisoner applied to me in that 
room to use my infinence with the committee not 
to proceed against him, and not to exclude him 
from the church, because such exclusion would in- 
jure him in his business relations and professional 
position. 

The Prisoner—This happened after I was played 
- in New-York on aceount offtne Herald publica- 

ion.

excited all day, and he continued to the adjourn- 
pe to make comments upon the witness’s ve- 
racity. 

When the cross-examination was closed the pris- 
oner, looking up at the clock, announced that it 
was 3 o’clock and time to go home. He also in- 
quired, ‘‘ How many more witnesses like that have 
you got, Corkhill? Ithink it is'an outrage on the 
public. If you had to pay some of that money 
yourself you would go slow.” 

The court then adjourned,

WHAT THE O'DONOVAN ROSSA CROWD SAY 


THEY ARE DOING. 

An Associated Press dispatch was received 
from Montreal, Canada, last night, which read as 
follows: 

“A telegram has been received by the Montreal 
Chiefof Police from New-York, signed Redmond Mc- 
Namara, which says, ‘Sorry for failure; wil do bet- 
ter next time.’ This no doubt refers to the famous 
infernal machine, The testimony of the experts goes 
to show that the machine would have done but little 
harm beyond killing or injuring people who happened 
to be passing.” 

A reporter Of Tur Times sought out a prominent 
Irish agitator in this City and asked him if he knew 
such a man as McNamara. 

“Know him?” he echoed; “I should say I did. 
I saw him no later than to-day. He returned from 
Canada night before last, and is at this moment 
only a few blocks away. He is a determined fel- 
low, as brave as a lion and as trueassteel. Six 
months ago he shot a landlord in Ireland and came 
to thiscountry. In Ireland he was a gentleman 
and kept a pack of hounds, but he was 1n full sym- 
pathy with the poor peasantry. His father is a so- 
licitor in the county of Kerry, and he is descended 
from ‘ Fireball’ McNamara, of the County Clare, 
the greatest duclist Ireland ever produced. Every 
Irish agitator is proud of him. He tsa large, hand- 


some fellow, about 35 years old—but I will not de- 
scribe him too minutely for fear of his detection.” 

‘Did he come to America for the express pur- 
pose of blowing up the Court-house in Montreal?” 

‘“‘Not particularly, but that was one of his ob- 
jects. If you will promise not to divulge my name 
J will tell you something about this man whois 
bound to be aleader. Itis against my nature not 
to own my name, but the sentiments that I might 
express would perhaps cause me trouble which I 
can best aid the cause by avoiding, McNamara 
was accompanied to this country by three other 
trusted menand brought $10,000 with him. The 
real purpose of the four men was to kill the 
British Minister at Washington. The conspiracy 
was a deep-laid and desperate one, but it failed. 
The plot was for 50 men to row out to the vessel 
when the Minister returned to America and fora 
number of them to board the ship with explosives. 
Bombs would have been hurled at the Minister 
and he would have been killed, but he saved his 
life by landing at Philadelphia. Possibly some of 
the men themselves might have been killed, but 
they were prepared to lay down their lives. When 
this plot failed McNamara and his associates pre- 
pared for the trip to Canada. The Advanced 
lrish Nationalists) gave them four _ infernal 
machines, and these they took with them 
to do the work. McNamara’ told me 
that the machines were Gefective and would not 
operate. The force of the spring, it proved, was 
not sufficient to explode the 10 ey of dyna- 
mite that each machine contained, and, therefore, 
they were useless. The mechanism of the machine 
is simple, yet perfect. Iwill explain it to you. 
Clock-work, five hours after itis started running, 
causes a lever to swing round a half-circle and 
drop into a slot, striking acap made of fulminate 
of mercury, which explodes the dynamite, These 
machines were made in New-York, They are con- 
tained in a smail iron box, and the statement that 
they are harmiess is preposterous. Why, each ma- 
chine represents in force 1,000 pounds of gunpow- 
der. The intention was to blow up the Court- 
house in Montreal, the House of Parliament in Ot- 
tawa, and the arsenal in Quebec. And this will 
yet be done.” 

** What is the object of this distruction ?”’ 

“Itis not only destruction, but death, and the 
work now fairly begun will not be stopped until 
Parnell and every Irish leader is liberated. The 
sum of $5,000 is offered by the Advanced Irish Na- 
tionalists forthe killing of Forster, and $5,000 more 
for the killing of Gladstone. Eight good men are 
now seeking their lives, and sure as there is a liy- 
ing God, of the two, Forster certainly will not be 
alive the ist of February. The men engagedin the 
work in Ireland, we are advised here, will try to 
blow up the House of Parliament in England, 
but will spare the Queen. A _ month 
ago the four societies in this country, the 
Advanced Irish Nationalists, the Fenian Brother- 
hood, the United Irishmen, and the Irish Benevo- 
lent Brotherhood, joined in the one common cause, 
The attempt to burn the steam-ship Bothnia in this 
City was the work of Irishmen. An order was 
given to burn every vessel in the harbor flying the 
British flag, but it was countermanded. Two of 
the men, however, could not be restrained, and 
they set fire to the Bothuia. 

‘What part does O’Donoyan Rossa take in this 
work?’ 

** He is the head of the movement, and to-day he 
has 10,000 men at hiscommand. The combined 
societies hold secret meetings in this City and 
direct the work in this country, and aid it 
on the other side. A _ skirmishing fund of 
$500,000 can be raised. The city of Chicago 
has contributed $25,000 to the general fund. There 
are branches in Chieago, Ill.; Philadelphia, Penn. ; 
Boston, Mass.; Baltimore, Md., and Providence, R. 
I., which contribute from $500 to $1,000 a week. 
Two of Rossa’s men burned the townof Wood- 
stock, New-Brunswick, and English insurance com- 
panies sustained an aggregate loss of nearly $200,- 
000. The Nihilists never had such perfect arrange- 
ments. The very man who made the bomb that 
was thrown at the feet of the Czar is 
in New-York and in the employ of the 
Irishmen. Everything that chemistry will 
do will be employed to carry on the work. We 
don’t lack for funds. When McNamara came over 
he brought £1,000 to go to the general fund in this 
country. I can tel! you that wherever English 
government rules or English institutions exist a 
yeign of terror will be instituted, and the power 
will know no peace until the condition of Ireland 
is ameliorated. I have told you a great deal more 
than Ll intended to, but the future will bring forth 
things that the English tyrants do not dream of.” 

Another well-informed Irishman stated to the re- 
porter that, while there was some foundation for 
the story given above, the facts were very much 
exaggerated. O’Donovan Rossa has only a small 
party behind him, and the allegation that large 
sums of money are coming in weekly is not true. 
The Irish Nationalists in this country, with few ex- 
ceptions, repudiate all connection with Rossa’s so- 
ciety, and they have nosympathy with his plans.

stealing an overcoat. The prisoner, on being ar- 
raigned before Sergt. Sminck, at the Mercer-street 
Police station, gave his name as Julius Adler, aged 
24, haying no business, and lodging at the Rapid 
Transit Hotel, on the Bowery.

THE EVILS OF FREE TRADE 


SENATOR MORRILL'S VIEWS ON 
THE TARIFF. 


HY ADDRESSES THE SENATE IN SUPPORT 
OF HIS BILL FOR A COMMISSION—THE 
BAD EFFECTS OF FREE TRADE IN ENG- 
LAND—WHAT PROTECTION HAS DONE 


FOR THE UNITED STATES. 


Wasurnorton, Dec, $.—Mr. Morrill, of Ver- 


mont, according to notice, addressed the Senate 
to-day upon his bill for a commission to investigate 
the tariff and internal revenue laws. He said 
that if early legislative action was to be had 
on the tariff, the measure was a wise and 


indispensable .preliminary for securing essential 
information upon which the country could rely and 


legislation could be safely based, while it would 
fave to committees of Congress weeks and months 





of labor and possibly blunders and defeat. He 
held that changes in the frame-work of 
a law that had more stability than 
anys, other of its kind in our _ history, 


and from which an unexampled growth of varied 
industries had risen up, should be made with much 
circumspection, by just and friendly hands, and 
not by ill-informed and reckless revyolutionists. 
We were to consider how much, if any, of 
internal revenue could be relinquished and sucn 
a safe revision as would leave the tariff proper- 
ly productive and in harmony with all interests, 
preserving the proper equilibrium among the differ- 
ent branches of trade and justice to every section. 
It would be necessary to determine the amount 


of revenue required. The requirement for 
ordinary expepses, namely, interest on _ the 
public debt, pensions, some enlargement of 


our lilliputian Navy and the decent equipment of 
our military fortifications was still so great that 
extreme protection was not so much the question 
asthat of revenue: and, with barely moderate dis- 
crimination in favor of American fields and work- 
shops, not leaving them in danger of unfair 
foreign competition, little more, it was believed, 
would be found necessary. An enlargement of 
the free list, essential reductions and readjust- 
ment of rates were to be considered, and some 
errors of confitcting codifications corrected. 

Discussing the general subject of the tariff, he 
said that when Great Britain straddled across the 
Atlantic and intrusively sought to impose her free 
trade shackles upon the United States he claimed 
the right to protest against it, and repelled the 
idea that America was ever to be exhibited 
as one of the fettered captives of the Cobden Club. 
No suspicion of partisanship could adhere to him 
if he did not outrun the fulminations against free 
trade of the late Democratic candidate, and he was 
not more disgusted with “a tariff for revenue 
only” than was the Democratic Vice-Presidential 
candidate of 1876, who now supports the measure 
for a tariff commission. 

After enlarging upon the topics of the unattrac- 
tiveness of. all taxation and the exceptional debt- 
paying policy of the United States in contrast with 
that of other nations in creating colossal debts 
and pledging future revenue, Mr. Morrill referred 
tothe early history of the Government to show 
that in surrendering their power to regulate 
trade and commerce the States were to receive 
greater protection as against foreigners who 
paid no taxes and gave no support, and that, while 
opened to co-equal sister States only, free trade 
with peoples bearing no part of-our public burdens 
or with foreign rivals was net thought of. No 
national Government then practiced free 
trade, and now only one Government 
pretends to any faith in that much battered 
ereed, and that one appears nothing loth 
to renounce it, whenever and wherever adherence 
fails to promote her interests. After quoting from 
the writings and sayings of Hamilton, Jefferson, 
Monroe, and others, who were ardent advocates 
of protection to domestic manufactures, the speak- 
er said that our nearest approaches to free trade 
had been seasons of national disaster, as were 
the years 1833, 1847,and 1857; and the further 
wo had receded from free trade, the bet- 
ter had labor fared and the greater had 
been thematerial and, he did not hesitate to say, 
the educational advancement of the country, 
Free trade with foreign nations afforded no 
buoyancy to life at home, but, like a_ patent 
life-preserver wrongly adjusted, would put 
our heads under water and our heels upper- 
most. The Morrill tariff of 1861, notwith- 
standing the amendments. piled upon it with 
every, fresh demand of the war, had 
been, as a financial measure, an unprecedented suc- 
cess. Both revenue and commerce had increased 
in a much greater ratio than population. Agricul- 
ture had made immense strides, as shownin the in- 
creased production of cereals,.the more remunera- 
tive prices therefor, the average gain in the yield 
of cotton and rice, and the rise in the price of 
Western lands. As a vrotective measure, this tariff 
had proved more satisfactory to the country 
and to various industries than any on record. Sta- 
tistics showing the increase in cotton and woolen 
manufactures between the years 1860 and 1880 were 
here ——— by the speaker, showing as to the lat- 
ter, that while the number of hands employed is 
three and a half times larger than in 1860 the wages 
paid and capital employed is about five times 
larger. While the annual productions had 
been more than quadrupied the aggregate impor- 
tations have fallen off over $4.000,000. With these 
results before us, be said, protection, on wool 
and woolen would be likely to withstand the hand- 
grenades of all free trade besiegers. ‘The trebling 
of our railroads, the active employment of the 
working classes, and the estimated advance of our 
aggregate wealth from $19.000,000,000 in 1860, 
to over $40,000,000,000 in 1880, showed that 
we were outstripping free trade England, notwith- 
standing her experience and accumulated capital. 
Mary branches of manufactures were absolutely 
waked into life by the tariff of 1861, and after 
enumerating some of these and indicating the 
rapidity of their growth Mr. Morrill went on to 
argue that the tariff shielded us in 1873, when the 
financial storm arose. 

The evidences that the free trade prosperity of 
Great Britain was on the wane were apparent in 
the 5,000 houses in Sheffield and the 10,000in Bir- 
mingham now marked “ To Let,’ and the steady 
diminution of British exports since 1873, amount- 
ing in 1880 to $160,000,000, with -a_ dimi- 
nution in the total of exports and Imports 
of $250.000,000. This was a conclusive proof as 
well of British decadence as of the advancement 
of other nations. In regard to commercial protec- 
tion, the facet was that we had voted—in the aggre- 
gate untold millions—for the protection of 
our foreign commerce; and as our manufacturers 
did not complain that this was a needless and ex- 
cessive fayor to importers why should the latter 
object to some protection to the much larger 
amount of capital invested in another laudable en- 
terprise? 

The speaker then proceeded to refute the theo- 
ries of the free trade propagandists of England, as 
expounded by her ablest statesmen and journals, 
and contended that the British policy had been 
everywhere rejected. As a result of this 
policy, British agriculture was now threat- 
ened with ruin by foreign competition, and 
Lord Derby, in a late speech to the 
Lancashire farmers, had suggested the desperate 
remedy of the emigration of some 5,000,000 of them, 
so that those who remain might farm on better 
terms. Moreover, there were recent evidences 


of a change of British opinion to the 
extent that, while free trade would be the 
best thing for England if other nations 


would tollow her example, it is not the best thing 
for herif left its sole adherent. The axiom of 
British free trade economy, that for any branch 
of manufactures to rest on safe foundations 
it was indispensable that the skiiled labor 
and raw material should be indigenous, if ap- 
plied to the British Isles, would strip them 
of a great share of their industry, as cotton, hemp, 
or silk, lumber, steel, and other articles and vari- 
ous machinery were not home products. Re- 
ferring to the custom invariably adhered to on the 
English turf of handicapping horses for the pro- 
tection of the sative thorough-breds against com- 
petitors from abroad, Mr. Morrill suggested that if 
English horses could with propriety be given this 
advantage as against our Parole and Iroquois, 
nations younger and less experienced in manu- 
factures ought not to submit to be distanced by 
the previous winners in many contesting fields; 

et the owners of Manchester and Birming- 

am 5-year olds refused to be comforted 
when they were fairly handicapped by protective 
tariffs in a match with Atlanta and Indianapolis 
2-year olds. He continued with a reference to the 
prosperous condition of our agricultural commu- 
nity under a protective tariff, in contrast with the 
poor-fed, coarsely under-clothed, and down- 
trodden British farmers, and asserted there was 
not a State whose industries would not be jeopar- 
dized:by free trade. 

Mr. Morrill finished at 2:10 o’clock, and moved 
the reference of the subject to the Committee on 
Finance; but, at the suggestion of Mr. Garland, 
who desired to be heard on the subject, he with- 
drew his motion.

PRESIDENTIAL DISABILITY. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The following is the 
text of the bill introduced in the Senate to-day by 
Mr. Garland to provide for the performanee of the 
duties of the Presidential office in case of the re 
moval, death, resignation, or inability of the Presi- 
dent: 


Be it enacted, &c., That Section 146, Title IIL, of 
the Revised Statutes is hereby repealed. 

_Sxc. 2. In case of the removal, death, resigna- 
tion, or inability of both the President and Vice- 
President of the United States, the Secretary of 
State for the time being. or if there be no 
Secretary of State, then the Secretary of 
the ‘Treasury for the time being, or if 
there be neither Secretary of State nor 
Secretary of the Treasury, then the Secretary of 
War for the time being, shall act as President until 
the disability be removed or a President be elected 
in the manner and at the time provided in the Con- 
stitution and laws, or in case there be no vccasion 
under the law for an election, until the existing 
term of office of the President so removed, re- 
signed, dead, or disabled shall have expired.

Boston, Dec. 8.—There is now little doubt 
of the resumption of business by the Pacific Na- 
tional Bank under its charter, with, however, an 
entire change of management. Weeks says he will 
be ready with his $500,000 to-morrow. The 
Directors and stockholders have subscribed 
their $1,000,000, and $250,000 have been raised 
on $750,000 of debts classed by the examiner 
as ‘“‘bad.”* An assessment of 100 per cent. will 
soon be levied by Controller Knox upon the 
stockholders. At ameeting of the Directors of the 
Central and Pacific Banks this afternoon the fol- 
lowing plan in connection with this assessment 
was adopted: The one-million-dollar syndi- 
cate mentioned above will take the stock, 
and assume the assessment of all who are unable 
or unwilling to pay, and give such stockholders 
the right to repurchase at the end of 18 
months on the basis of the 100 per cent. assess- 
ment. The committee on behalf of the bank 
appointed by the Directors went to Washington 
this evening for the purpose of conferring with 
Controller Knox in regard to the pian of re- 
organization. An Executive Board of Man- 
agers for the bank has been substantially ar- 
ranged. It isascertained on good authority that 
Col. Needham found in his examination that three 
days béfore suspension President Benyon insured 
himself for $15,000 and his son for $5,000, using 
the funds of the bank to pay the premiums, his ex- 
cuse being that the insurance company threatened 

to withdraw their deposit if this was not done.

THE AMERICAN INSTITUTE. 


TRUSTEES AND MEMBERS QUARRELING OVER 


A SALE OF LIBRARY BOOKS. 


A special meeting of the members of the 
American Institute was held last evening at 
Cooper Union to consider the matter or the re- 
moval and proposed sale by the Trustees of 


& number of the books in the library of 


the Institute, The meeting, which was largely 


attended, was presided over by Nathan C. Ely. As 
soon as the meeting had been called to order, R. 
D. Shannon stated that it had come to the 
knowledge of a number of the members of the 
Institute that the Board of Trustees had 
formed the intention of selling a quantity 


of books belonging to the library of the Institute, 
and that, therefore, the present special meeting 





had been called to inquire into the 
ropriety of the action contemplated. 
n his opinion the sale of the books 


would be a serious Joss and injury to the library. 
Mr. Shannon then offered a resolution to the effect 
that the Trustees be restrained from making the 
proposed sale, and that the books wnich had been 
removed from the library be forthwith returned. In 
seconding the resolution, Chauncey Shaffer said 
he considered that the sale would bea most ill- 
advised step. The books were most useful as a 
means of reference. The chief reason urged by 
the Trustees against keeping them was that 
it cost $6 per annum (to maintain each 
volume in the library. This he considered avery 
high estimate, and he thought the works in ques- 
tion might be retained at a far less expense. Com- 
paratively nothing was to be gained by their sale, 
as, owing to their bearing the stamp of tne Insti- 
tute, the entire collection, amounting to nearly 
ore volumes, would barely realize the paltry sum 
of $200. 

Dr. Cyrus H. Loutrel, a member of the Board of 
Trustees, opposed the resolution. The works 
which it was proposed to sell, he said, were of such 
a charaeter as not to be needed inalibrary such 
as that of the American Institute. In any evert, 
the members might rest satisfied that this matter 
was as safe in the hands of the Trustees as it would 
be in their own. There bad been no determination 
to sell the books. A. M. Sutherland then rose and 
addressed the meeting. ‘I consider,’’ said he, 
“that a most extraordinary and reprehensible 
method has been adopted in this instance in the tak- 
ing of the bouks out of the library. No record of such 
taking out has been kept. There is not as much as 
the scratch of a pen to be seen with regard to this 
matter. In reference to the remarks of the last 
speaker, I will say that there was an intention to 
sell the books. They were transferred to Leavitt’s 
auction rooms, and Mr. Leavitt hims+lf told me 
that they were sent there for sale. Is this what 
the Trustees call acting in accordance with our 
wishes and with the best interests of the libra- 
ry?” . The Hon. Orestes Cleveland said it 
was very easy to find fault with the Trustees, but 
he believec many of the members themselves 
would have acted as the board did had they 
been in the latter's place. He remembered 
an incident somewhat similar to this which 
happened some years ago, The Trustees wished 
to sella building owned by the institute down 
town, and the members were opposed. The sum 
of $190,000 was offered for the building then; 
$90.000 could not be obtained for it now. 
It was very unusual for members to have 
entire control of an institute. It wus generally 
managed by ‘Trustees or managers who sell or 
transfer according to their best judgment, &c. T. 
8. Lambert next spoke. “I aid not know,” he said, 
** that it was permissible to draw books out of the 
library at will.”’. The Chairman, interrupting: “ It 
is scarcely worth whilo stating the amount of ig- 
norance existing on this or that subject.” 

_Dr. Lambert—I believe that every work in the 
library is of value to.the members. Iam quite in 
sympathy with Mr. Schaffer when he states that, 
if sold, he would like to buy the books back and 
present them once more to the library. 

The Chairman—These comments would be more 
in place after the books had actually been sold, 
bought, and presented. 

Dr. Lambert—Doubtless; now take, for instance, 
the publication entitled '* Nature”— 

The Chairman—I really do not see what refer- 
ence this has to the question at issue. 

At this juncture Mr. Shannon gained the floor 
and insisted upon his resolution being read, and 
the debate closed. “And I ask,” exclaimed Mr. 
Cleveland, ‘‘that an amendment submitted half an 
hour ago be read.” 

‘*I object to the reading of the amendment,” 
cried Mr, Shannon. 

“And we ask that the amendment be read,” re- 
torted Mr. Cleveland. 

“*T call the gentleman to order,” cried Mr. Arehi- 
band Johnson, springing to his feet. 

The Chairman—Sit down, you are out of order. 
(Cries of **Order!’’ * Order !’’) 2 

Mr. Johnson, (greatly excited)—I am not haif so 
much out of order as the Chair has been through- 
out the evening. The Chair should preside with 
dignity and fairness, and not make insulting per- 
sonal allusions. 

The Chairman—If this revolutionary movement 
goes on [ sha!] adjourn the meeting.

attract attention and determine the fraudulent 
character of the note. The State arms in the left 
ovaland the eagle in the r‘ght oval are wretched 
travesties even on theartof wood-engraving. This 
note is saia to be circulating in Ohio and adjoin- 
ing States. From the same source the division hag 
received a pen-made counterfeit ten-dollar silver 
certificate of unusual excellence. The best methed 
of detection of these counterfeits in the hurry of 
business is by the application of moisture to the 
Treasury number printed in blue on the lower left 
and upper right hand corner on the face of the 
note, the slightest application of which will dis- 
turb the color. A close inspection of the geometria 
lathe-work will instantly determine its base char 
acter. These notes are necessarily few, but they 
are liable to appear in any place.

MR. SMITHA’S LIFE OF JOHN BRIGHT. 


THE LIFE AND SPEECHES OF THE RIGHT HON, 
JOHN BRIGHT, M. P. By GrorGr RARNETT SMITH, 
Author of the “Life of the Right Hon. W. E, Glad- 
stone, M. P.” With Portraits. Two volumes in 
One. Bvo, pp, xii, 312-3384. New-York: A. C, 
ARMSTRONG & SON. 1881. 


One always finds it hard to understand 
the real fitness of writing lives of eminent pub- 
lic men while they are still among us—even 
when their work is nearly or quite done, Such 
book havea temporary existence at best and 
are seldom satisfying. What value they pos- 
sess rests almost wholly with the younger gen- 
eration, and they suggest, with unpleasant 
clearness, the files of ancient newspapers and 
the records of old debates, Of what is personal 
in men’s lives they are seldom able to give 
much that is new. Private correspond- 
ence, reminiscences, and diaries—the great 
sources of interest in all good biographies—are 
not accessible to them, and friends are seldom 
ready to do more than see that nothing untrue 
or absurd is put forth. Few are the works 

; that reach a higher ievel than that of a com- 
pilation, and, worthily and faithfully as they 
may have been done, they somehow die with 
persistent and uniferm regularity. What be- 
comes of all the political biographies that are 
printed in our time for campaign purposes no 
one has yet been able tell. When five years 
old they are hopelessly forgotten. Seldom do 
they survive even at the second-hand stalls, 
and in the auction-room they are among those 
rare books which are rare without being worth 

; any nioney. Even Hawthorne’s genius could 

not produce a campaign biography which 
lived longer than the campaign for which it 
was written. His ‘‘ Life of Pierce” was not 
republished, and collectors find it about as 
hard to get as the early editions of his ‘‘ Twice 

Told Tales.”’ 

Mr. Smith’s book on John Bright we fear 
will not enjoy a different fate from that which 
has overtaken its innumerable predecessors in 
this field of literature. He has made a survey 
of Mr. Bright’s career from his birth down to 
August of the presenti year, which fills more 
than 700 closely printed pages, and, beyond 
the information in the first chapters concern- 
ing his ancestors’ and his own early life, there 
is little except a record of his speeches and 
the events with which they were associated. 
All this, however, has been done with a labori- 
ous and painstaking fidelity that is gratifying 
to behold, because so rare and so hard to get 
in books where it is most needed. But, unfor- 
tunately, what is an excellent virtue when 
joined to genius in writing becomes sadly 
wearisome when standing alone. One is over- 
burdened with facts and details, such as 
running accounts of public meetings, 
with the names of those who presided 
and other unimportant incidents; but 
one cannot fail to see what arduous 
and extended labor the book has cost, so that, 
if he do not find it entertaining, he must ad- 
mire the industry it represents. One of the 
most interesting things in the volume—and un- 
questionably the best example of the service 
Mr. Smith’s book will do—is Mr. Bright’s first 
public speech of note of which any record re- 
mains. J.S. Buckingham, the founder of th 
Athenceum, had delivered at Rochdale, in 1832, 
a series of lectures on the East, and Mr. Bright, 
at the conclusion of the course, proposed, in 
a somewhat extended speech, a vote of thanks. 
He bad then just completed his twenty-first 
year. Thespeech is published for the first time 
in this volume, and below is the main part of 
it: 

“Under the able guidance of an experienced 
traveler, we have visited the classical land of 
Egypt; the wonders of her splendid cities have 
been described, the tombs of her Pharaons and of 
their subjects have been explored. We have even 
ascended the giant pyramid, and from its summit 
have surveyed in imagination the splendid pros- 
pect so beautifully, so poetically described to us— 
the glorious sun rising in the east, proclaiming the 
epproach of day, the silvery moon sinking in the 
pathless waste of sand, and as if unable or 
wnwilling "to compare with his superior brilliancy. 
We have traversed the barren sands of Arabia, 
and have. as it were, feasted our eyes upon the 
beauties of the oases of the desert; we have ad- 
mired the nobieness of soul which so eminently 
pharacterizes the wandering tribes, and have paid 
pur tribute of respect to that spirit of independ- 
ence whose fire burns as brightly in their breasts 
now in ages long gone by; we have heard with 
feelings of solemnity and of unspeakable interest 
the animated description of the present condition 
of Palestine; we have viewed with astonishment 
the lofty cedar of Lebanon—the witness of a thou- 
band years, and the unvarying fertility of Mount 
Hermon; we have trod the calm and peaceful re- 
treats of the Mount of Olives, nnd have perambu- 
lated the streets of Jerusalem, the most renowned 
city on the face of the earth, and as we gazedon 
Calvary the recollection of the momentous trans- 
actions with which {it will ever be associated 
awakened in us feelings which it would be vain 
for me to attempt to describe. From the sum- 
mit of a neighboring hill we have beheld 
Damascus in all its beauty—its fertile plains, its 
lucia streams, its glittering minarets, its lofty 
domes—almost realizing to the fancy the existénce 
of a Paradise uponearth. Again, we have wandered 
at leisure along the banks of those majestic, those 
magnificent rivers, the Tigris and the Euphrates, 
and have felt saa at beholding the complete deso- 
lation of Nineveh and Babylon. We have jour- 
neyed on to Bagdad, a city whose very name is 
synonymous with splendor; we have admired the 
vastness and simplicity or its mosques, the beauty 
of its caravanseries, the grandeur of its baths, the 
extent of its bazaars—and I doubt not we have 
received impressions in some degree favorable 
with regard to the manners and customs of East- 
ern life. This evening we have penetrated into that 
grand country situate between the Indus and the 
Ganges, that lana which our imagination has pic- 
tured as ever teeming with wealth— 

‘Where from fountains ever fllowing 
Indian realms their treasures pour.’ ” 

In the chapter on Mr. Bright’s birth, youth, 
and education, occurs the following passage 
about bis parents: 
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“Jacob Bright was thrice married. By his first 
and third wives he had noissue. His second wife, 
Dy whom he had a numerous family, was Miss 
Martha Wood, daughter of a tradesman of Bulton- 
le-Moors. They were married on the 21st of July, 
1809, and had no fewer than 11 children—seven 
sons and four daughters. Of these John Bright 
was the second. By the death of the first-born at 
the age of 4 years, however, he became the eldest 
of the family. Mrs. Bright was a woman of re- 
markable qualities. She had been educated at 
Ackworth School; she was fond of reading and 
of poetry, and her mind was singularly clear 
and logical. Unhappily, she was not long spared 
to be the helpmeet and companion of her husband, 
for she died on the 18th of June, 1830, leaving 10 
children, the eldest being then only 18 years of age. 
Of Jacob Bright's children only five now survive— 
namely, three sons and two daughters. Mr. Bright 
was liberal and humane toward his workpeople, 
and bere with all who knew him the character of a 
strictly juet and upright man. After his exem- 

lary life, during which he brought up his large 
amily in habits of virtue and temperance, he died 
on the 7th of July, 1851, at the age of 76. He was 
buried in the Friends’ grave-yard at Rochdale.” 

Mr. Smith has necessarily reprinted many 
passages from the volumes of Mr. Bright’s 
Bpeeches which have been collected by Mr, 

horold Rogers, but he has given in addition 
the substance of many other speeches deemed 
by him important which Mr. Rogers did not 
include in his selection, the aim having been 
‘¢to furnish a complete survey of Mr. Bright’s 
life, with a full and comprehensive account of 
his speeches down to and including the present 
year.” This method has not only its ad- 
vantages, but its very serious drawbacks, The 
reader gets oftentimes only mere outlines of 
jhe speeches with the perorations added, and 
thus he is unable to form a clear conception 
of the orator’s power. He learns the circum- 
stances under which sso were delivered, but 
for the speeches themselves, in all their real 
*xcellence, he must go back to Mr. Rogers. To 
such as are here collected, for the first time, 
the sane objection of incompleteness where 
tomething satisfactorily complete is aimed 
at might be raised. It is evident in 
rertain instances that many of these 
sarly ones are printed without hav- 
mg undergone Mr. bBright’s_ revision, 
notably so in a speech made at Durkam in 
1843, Mr. Bright was unable to recall with 
pxactness for quotation two of the celebrated 
lines which Dr. Johnson added to Goldsmith’s 
* Traveler,” and gave them, without even 
knowing who was the author, in the following 
grape way, though with full knowledge that 

hey were incorrect: 
** How small a part of ills which men endure 

Are those which Kings or laws can make or cure.” 

Mr. Bright a few days ago reached his sev- 
entieth birthday, and the occasion was well 
and publicly honored in England and was, let 
us hope, well honored here in the hearts of all 
patriotic men, Of his eloquence, which ren- 
dered to this country such unmeasured service 
during the civil war, there is perhaps no 
brighter remnantin this volume than the fol- 
lowing last words of the speech he made at 
Birmingham in December, 1862, and with them 
this notice may conclude: 

**I blame men who are eager to admit into the 


ey of nations a State which offers itself te us 
= A ve a@ principle, I will undertake to say, 
re odious and more blasphemous than was ever 


0) 
poretafone dreamed of in Christlam or Pagan, in 
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civilized or in savage, times. The leader of this re- 
volt proposes this monstrous thing—that over a 
territory forty times as large as England the blight 
and curse of slavery shall be forever perpetuated. 
I cannot believe, for my part, that such a fate wiil 
befall that fair land, stricken though it now is with 
the ravages of war. I cannot believe that civili- 
zation in its journey with the sun will sink into 
eudless night in order to gratify the ambition of 
the leaders of this revolt, who seek to 

“* Wade through slaughtér to a throne, 

And shut the gates of mercy on mankind.’ 

“Thave another and far brighter vision before 
my gaze. It may be but a vision, but I will cherish 
it. lsee one vast confederation stretching from 
the frozen Northin unbroken lina to the glowing 
South, and from the wild billows of the Atlantic 
westward to the calmer waters of the Pacifie 
main—and I sce one people and one language and 
one law and one faith, and over all that wide con- 
tinent, the home of freedom, and a refuge for the 
oppressed of every race and of every clime.”’

The heroine is a Quakeress who is loved by a 
young Englishman; his sister has a tender 
passion for a Post Office clerk. 


—A firm of publishers at Troy, N. Y., 
H. B. Nims & Co., issue ‘* Jeannette’s 
Cisterns,”’ a story of good, bad, and indifferent

—A volume of ‘‘Genealogical Notes,’’ by 
S. V. Talcott, of Albany, is nowin press. It 
will be issued as soon as enough subscribers are 
secured. It contains records, family name 
lists, translations of names, births and mar- 
riages, copies from ehurch registers and grave- 
stones relating toa long series of New-York 
and New-England families. 


—The minor miseries of authors are 
treated by William Shepard in a book an- 
nounced by G. P. Putmam’s Sons under the 
title ‘‘ Authors and Authorship.’”’ It treats of 
the profession of literature, its struggles, 
temptations, drawbacks, and advantages; the 
relations of authors, editors, and publishers, the 
reasons for the acceptance or rejection of 
manuscripts, &c. 


—Mr. F. Francis, under the title of 
“War, Waves, and Wanderings,°’ tells the 
story of a cruise in the Lancashire Witch 
around Madagascar, Zanzibar, through the 
Indian Ocean, along Yokohama and Tokio, 
and back to England by way of San Francisco, 
written in the ‘high nabob”’ style, but for all 
that interesting as a record of new travels 
with new eyes. Sampson Low & Co., Lon- 
don, are the publishers. 

—The ‘Geological Survey of Scotland,’’ 
undertaken by Mr. Alexander Murray as Direc- 
tor, and by Mr. James Hawley as assistant, has 
been in such demand at St. John, Newfound- 
land, that Mr. Murray has been compelled to 
print the whole report and publish it through 
Mr. Edward Stanford, London, The survey 
was made with great completeness at the out- 
set, and is published, without all the additions 
the author would have liked to make to it, as 
a means of saving tke results of many years’ 
labor from being altogether lost or forgotten. 


—D. Appleton & Co. are sending out two 
decorative books for the holidays. One is 
3ryants ‘* Song of the Sower” and ‘Story of 
the Fountain”, with wood-cuts after Fenn, 
Homer, Fredericks, and artists of note. The 
other is a volume, imperial octavo, of ‘*‘ Homes 
and Haunts of Our Elder Poets,” consisting of 
biographical sketches by Stoddard, Sanborn, 
and H. N. Powers. The portraits of the poets 
are from drawings by Wyatt Eaton, and the 
drawings and sketches are by Homer Martin, 
R. 8. Gifford, Francis Lathrop, Riordan, Van- 
derhoof, Ward, and Appleton Brown. 

—Triibner & Co., London, is the agent 
for two little books, printed by the American 
Presbyterian Mission Press at Shanghai, which 
take up subjects new to Americans. One is 
Mr. Thomas Fergusson’s ‘‘ Chinese Chronology 
and Cycles,” and deals with the assumption 
among the educated Chinese that China far 
surpasses all other nations in historical an- 
tiquity. Mr. Fergusson aims to bring about a 
critical and correct appreciation of Chinese 
antiquity and civilization. The other book is 
Dr. E. Brelschneider’s ‘‘ Karly European Re- 
searches into the Flora of China,” for prepar- 
ing which he has had special advantages as the 
physician of the Russian Legation at Peking. 

—Mr. Joseph Anderson, the Keeper of 
the National Museum of Antiquaries of Scot- 
land, has just published, through David 
Douglas, Edinburgh, the Rhind Lectures on 
Archeology for 1880. It makes his second 
series of his ‘‘ Seotland in Early Christian 
Times.” The first series was devoted strictly 
to ecclesiastical remains and relics. The 
second continues the same subject, but in- 
cludes descriptions of objects which are not 
strictly ecclesiastical in origin or use, though 
belonging to the same class of associations. 
His aim has not been to exhaust the subject, 
but ‘‘to present, in a popular form, a general 
statement of the aspects in which the early 
Christian art of Scotland may be regarded by 
the archeologist seeking to utilize those 
remnants of ancient culture which disclose the 
existence of a Celtic school of decorative art 
and claim for themselves a place in the history 
of art.” 


—The Rev. Eugéne Bersier is the Pastor 
of the Egiise de Etoile in Paris, and is noted 
among Protestant divines for his energy and 
eloquence. His Parisian congregation have 
special needs, and the sermons he usually gives 
have a strong local color. “St. Paul’s 
Vision” and other sermons have been translat- 
ed (A. D. F. Randolph & Co.) by Marie Stuart, 
and appear in neat and sober form. M. Ber- 
sier was born in Switzerland, from one of the 
families who, like that of Guizot and other 
eminent Frenchmen, escaped from the intoler- 
able vexations of the Catholic party in the 
seventeenth century. He was in the United 
States in 1850, and five years later tonk charge 
of a church in the Faubourg St. Antoine. The 
Eglise de ]’ Etoile was built through his exer- 
tions, and dedicated in 1874. His services are 
very similar to those of the English Church, 
differing somewhat from the present forms 
used in other French Protestant churches, 


—John Wiley & Sons publish for Wil- 
liam J. Baldwin, who styles himself by aname 
recently coined, a@ steam-heating engineer, a 
practical treatise of 240 pages on ‘ Steam 

eating for Buildings.’”? There can be no 
uestion of the usefulness of hints to steam- 
tters given by a practical engineer. It is 
designed as a manual for the younger mem- 
bers of the fraternity of steam-fitters, a frater- 
nity that is necessarily several grades above 
the plumber, and has not yet, in spite 
of a geod deal of ignorance displayed, 
fallen under the obloquy which has reached 
that class of mechanics. There 1s no other 
book which takes the place of this; and, if 
anything can be judged by the layman from 
the tone of a book on a subject so little under- 
stood, it may be safely hazarded that the 
treatiso is not only practical, but fairly thor- 
ough. Mr. Baldwin writes like a man who 
knows what he is about. Most of the diagrams 
and statistics have been prepared for the 
book, which is also published by a firm that 
has an established reputation for the excellence 
of its technical publications. 


—The late Prof. James Clerk Maxwell 
wasengaged upon ‘‘ An Elementary Treatise 
on Electricity” at the time of his death, and 
the latter part of the manuscript was left in 
such fragmentary form that it was at first 
doubtful whether it could be printed 
at all, but by borrowing from his 
larger treatise some articles on electricity 
and magnetism the omissions have been 
essentially supplica, and the work has 
been edited essentially after the plan which 
Prof. Clerk Maxwell had laid down. It would 
have been completed long before his death had 
not the experimental investigations which he 
undertook in order to corroborate Cavendish’s 
results, as laid down in his papers, involved an 
amount of labor which left him very little 
leisure for other work. The book is published 
at the Clarendon Press, Oxford University, as 
one of their series of educational books, A 
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second edition of his work on ** Electricity 
and Magnetism,” the first nine chapters of 
which are in some cases entirely rewritten, 
though the rest of the work is essentially un- 
changed, is issued at the same time and at the 
same press, under the editorship of Mr. W. D, 
— one of the scientific instructors at Ox- 
ord, 


-——‘‘Mission Life in Greece and Palestine,”’ 
by Mrs. Emma Raymond Pitman, (London, 
Paris, and New-York: Cassell, Petter, Galpin 
& Co.,) is a compilation of original notes 
and of large drafts from the experiences of 
the late Mary Briscoe Baldwin, of Virginia, a 
missionary in Athens and Joppa. A popular 
feature is the abundances of wood-cuts of locali- 
ties in America, Europe, and Asia Minor. 
Some of Mrs. Pitman’s statements err from 
exaggeration, as when she says that the Koran 
denies to woman the possessiop of a soul, This 
is an old charge which has been repeatedly 
disproved. Mrs. Pitman would have done 
enough to point out that it assumes woman to 
be the inferior of man, Asto whether it is the 
Koran that is to blame for the degradation of 
Eastern women, that is a question thatno one 
has yet solved satisfactorily; Mrs, Pitman 
states it offhand, and in so doing may find 
a great many critics. The practical good 
done by the American and other missions 
in the Kast by way of teaching and civilizing 
Oriental women Is quite large enough to stand 
alone on its own merits without questionable 
assertions of this kind. However, the devo- 
tion of missionaries like these will always 
make the reader lenient to small exaggerations 
which spring from the enthusiasms that took 
them so far away from home and friends. 


—Much curiosity has been felt by Mr. 
Francis T. Palgrave’s friends whether his plan 
of furnishing single lyrical pictures of such 
leading or typical characters and scenes in 
English history, and only such, as seemed to 
him amenable to a strictly political treatment 
could be realized. He had already written ex- 
quisite cabinet poetry, and the point was 
whether he could enter within the atmosphere 
of the age in which a great deed was wrought, 
and partly by keeping close to absolute his- 
torical truth in tho design and coloring of the 
picture, and partiy by penetrating and being 
penetrated by the passion of the moment, 
could write at once, in the historical lyric, the 
actual tone and spirit of the time concerned 
with the best estimate yet reached by 
the research of genius of modern investi- 





gators. He finds in Shakespeare alone 
the living pictures of the magnificent 
early history of England, and avoids 


the dramatic style of ballad in which Scott 
and Macaulay have wrought a few master- 
ieces. In his trial volume, ‘‘The Visions of 
tngland,” which bears the imprint of Mac- 
millan & Co., Mr. Palgrave has written many 
poems like ‘Hastings,’ ‘‘The Dream of 
Maxen Wledig,’”’ and ‘Sidney at Zutphen,’’ 
in whiek he goes far to justify a claim to be 
heard as an adventurer in a new style of na- 
tional poetry. The volume 1s likely to attract 


wide attention. 
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SALARIES OF SCHOOL-TEACHERS.

EXPLANATION OF THE DELAY IN THEIR 
PAYMENT. 


Much disappointment and a good deal of mur- 
muring have been caused among the public school 
teachers by a report which has gained circulation 
that they will not be paid the November salary un- 
tilthe 23dinst. The young ladies feel especially 
aggrieved, as they will have, as they say, only one 
day in which to do their Christmas shopping. A 
reporter of Tur Times who called yesterday 
on Mr. Davenport, the head of the Finance 
Department of the Board of Education, was 
told that the day fixed for paying the 
teachers is the 20th instead of the 23d inst. 
“Phe salaries for each menth,” continued Mr. 
Davenport, ‘are usually paid on the 15th of the 
following month, but an exception is made in the 
case of the December salaries, which are paid be- 
fore Christmas so as to give the teachers as much 
spending money as possible for the holidays. Pay- 
ing off the teachers involves the making out of 
nearly 4,000 checks, and as two pay-days in Decem- 
ber would render necessary the drawing of nearly 
8,600 checks, alater day is set and the salaries of 
both November and December are paid at once.” 

The aggregate of salaries paid to teachers of all 
the schools, including the Normal Coliege, is, in 
round numbers, about $250,000 per month, and as 
the December payment amounts therefore to 
nearly $500,008, an impression has prevailed among 
many of the teachers that the money is withheld 
by the officers who have charge of the disburse- 
ment forthe purpose of securing interest on it dur- 
ing the delay. With a view to getting at the real 
state of the case, the reporter inquired of Mr. Dav- 
enport astothe method of paying the teachers. 
**The money,” said Mr. Davenport, ‘* does not pass 
through the Board of Edecation at ail. The pay- 
rolls are made out here early in each month and 
sent down to the Controller’s office, where indi- 
vidual checks are made out for the teachers by the 
Controller himself. Formerly the money was paid 
out through the Principal of each school, 
but as that system involved paying large 
sums to each Principal, some were atraid of being 
robbed and others did not like the responsibility, 
so the method was changed at their own request. 
Several attempts were actually made to rob Prin- 
cipals while on their way from the Controller’s of- 
fice to the schools. One attempt was made ina 
Canal-street car,and another Principal was at- 
tacked as he was entering the school by his own 
janitor and another man. None of the attempts, 
however, was successful. So the system of pay- 
ment by checks was substituted, although it in- 
volves a great deal of labor.”’ 

The reporter next saw Controller Campbell, who 
confirmed what Mr. Davenport had said. Mr. 
Jackson, the Auditor oi the Controller’s office, said 
that the 20th inst. had been fixed as the day for 
paying at the request of a committee of the Teach- 
ers’ Association.

A MYSTERY IN THE BAY. 
THE QUEER STORY TOLD BY JOHN HEARN, 
A BOATMAN. 
John Hearn, a Battery boatman, tooka sailor 


to the ship Duane Castle, lying between the light- 


house and Bedloe’s Island. On the way 
back the steam lighter Fountain came up 
with Hearn and offered him a tow, which 


he accepted. As the lighter was abreast Govern- 
or’s Island Hearn heard a sharp whistle, and a 
moment later a deck hand cast off his line and told 
him to pick up a man who was struggling in the 
water on the starboard side, Hearn pulled to the 
man and, as the sea was running pretty high, took 
him in over the stern of the boat. As the man wa 
climbing in he divested himself of a knit jacket and 
threw it away. The man was an Irishman—a stout, 
muscular fellow,about 35 years old, with a mustache, 
When asked, how he came in the water, the rescued 
man said he was trying to make the Atlantic Dock 
in Brooklyn, when his boat, which was loaded 
witb old iron, foundered. Hearn pulled up along- 
side of the lighter and the man was takeu on board. 
The Captain of the lighier, Stephen Harker, told 
Hearn he saw two men in the water, and inquired 
of the man who his companion was. At. first the 
man said his partner was in the boat with him when 
ic sank. and in the next breath declared that 
he was alone. The man could not be induced to 
talk much and stood silently beside the boiler dry- 
ing his clothes. The suspicions of the Captain and 
the oarsman were aroused, and they tried to find 
out more about the occurrence, but in vain. On 
reaching the City the lighter put in at Pier No. 12 
East River. The instant a landing was made 
the rescued man sprang off and dart- 
ed away at the top of =his _ speed. 
In Hearn’s opinion the man was a junk-dealer, and 
it was likely his boat was overloaded. Hearn did 
not see the boat or the second man, but thought it 
possible the latter might have been unable to 
swim or have been caught by the buat in some 
manner and carried down. Capt. Harker and 
Hearn went together to the New-street Police 
station and related the story. The incidents were 
reported to the Central Office, but as the strange 
man left no clue behind him, nothing cotild be done 
to clear up the mystery.

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THE MURDER OF MRS.CRAVE 
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OF THE TESTIMONY FOR 

THE PROSECUTION. 

A CHANGE IN THE PRISONER'S DEMEANOR— 
EVIDENCE AS TO SINDRAM’S PREVIOUS 
CHARACTER—FURTHER EXTRACIS FROM 
HIS LETTERS—HE DOES NOT WISH TO 
FEIGN INSANITY. 


Many persons who, on Wednesday last, 
heard Assistant District Attorney Lyon read, in 
the Court of Oyer ard Terminer, the vile letters 
written by William Sindram, the prisoner on trial 
there for the murder of Mrs. Catharine Crave, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the epistles were written 
with the expectation that they would convey the 
impression that the writer was in:ane, notwith- 
standing the protests they contained against such 
a theory. Some color was given to this theory 
by the demeanor of the prisoner yesterday. Since 
his trial began, Sindram, while acting as if he 
would be the least concerned by its result, has yet 
kept a furtive but close watch upon the jurors. 
The effect produced upon them by his letters 
would seem to have been unsatisfactory to him, 
for yesterday his manner was not so reckless as 
before. Several times he appeared ready to break 
down altogether, but by an evident effort. nerved 
himself up, and reassumed his apparent non- 
chalance. While his mother was testifying he was 
most nervous, and showed the disturbance of his 
mind by corrugating his brows and rubbing his 
eyes with his left hand, at the same time playing a 
tattoo upon the table before him with his right 
hand. Assoon as his mother resumed her seat by 
his side he began an animated conversation with 
her in his usual careless manner. 

The first witness examined for the defense yes- 
terday was Robert Snyder, a lithographer, of No. 
27 John-street, who testified that the prisoner 


worked for him last year, and that he had found 
him to be a peaceable man, and a good workman, 
That was all he knew about him. Swobodin Merin- 
ski, aiso a lithographer, testified that Sindram 
worked for him Jast year, and that he found him 
to be diligent and competent. He had noticed 
that the prisoner often fell into profound thought. 
Under cross-examination by Mr. Lyon, Merinski 
saic he considered Sindram a man of uncommon 
intelligence, and that he believed some of the in- 
ventions which the prisoner had made, and of 
which he sometimes spoke to the witness, to be 
very useful. Mr. McClelland, of counsel for the 
defense, wished to examine Merinski as to his 
opinion respecting the prisoner’s sanity. Mr. Lyon 
objected to this, and Mr. McClelland argued that 
he was entitled to ask the question because Mr. 
Lyon had drawn from the witness his opinion of 
the inteiligence of the prisoner. After a long dis- 
cussion, Judge aeeey sustained the objection, and 
then struck out of the record the witness’s opinion 
that the prisoner was uncommonly intelligent. He 
cautioned the jury to disregard the matter thus 
stricken out. 

William Pansing, a painter, living on Jersey City 
Heights, testified that he had known the prisoner 
for over two years, and believed his character to 
be good. Mrs. Anna Sindram, the mother of the 
prisoner, testified that on the day before her son 
shot Mrs. Crave he was at her house on Jersey City 
Heights. Going into a room in which he was she 
saw a pistol lying upona bureau. She asked him 
what he had the weapon, for, and he answered 
that as he was going to live with her again, and 
would have to return home late at night, he had 
procured it tor the purpose of defending himself 
if he was attacked on his way. 

The defense having rested, Mr, Lyon recalled Mr. 
J. B. Crave, the husband of the murdered woman, 
to whom he presented two letters, which the wit- 
ness identified as in the handwriting of the prisoner. 
Mr. Lyon then read the letters, which were respec- 
tively the first and last written by Sindram since ho 
shot Mrs. Crave. The first was dated Jan. 27, 1881, 
the day after the shooting, and was addressed to 
Mr. Crave. Following is an extract from it: 

“The chief person to blame for the shooting of your 
wife is your son Emil, who told her and you that ] had 
called hera——. inever said any such thing, either 
to him or any one else; and whyshould [sayso? Can 
you find any one else in your house to whom I had said 
that your wife was a-——-? Don't you think it possible 
for Emil to tellalie? [hope you will punish him se- 
verely for this one; on the other hand, it was always 
Emil who talked about you and your wife; * * * 
I didn’t owe your wife any money for rent, for Henri- 
etta seen me pay fora week in advance on Tuesday 
morning, and you had no right to lock me out of my 
room and threaten to murder me merely because Emil 
had said I had ealled your wife a ——-; you should first 
have tried to find out whether or not Emil had told 
you thetruth. ButI knew that you were a hot-tem- 
pered and violent man, and so in order to be abie to 
defend myself in case you attacked me, I took a re- 
volver with me when I wentto your house for the 
purpose of packing up my things; when I got there I 
met your wife on the stairs, whonot only refused to 
allow me to go up stairs, but also commenced to abuse 
me, calling me athief, &c. This so enraged me that I 
shot her, and she received the bullet that was intend- 
ed for you had you attacked me.” 


The second letter was addressed to District At- 
torney Lyon, aad was dated Dec. 1, 1881. It ran as 
follows: 

“When Judge Cowing, a few days ago, sentenced 

Michael Hacket, to imprisonment tor life he said that 
this country just now was full of murderers, who 
claim or have it claimed for them that they are in- 
sane. Cowing, [ conclude, therefore, is of the opin- 
ion that many sane murderers feign insanity in order 
to escape the State prison and the gailows. The mo- 
tion that had been made to postpone sentence, 50 
that medical experts might pass on Hackett’s sanity, 
was accordingly deuled by his Honor. Now, I am in- 
dicted for murder in the irsat degree, but I have 
never claimed, or desired my lawyers to claim for 
me, that I am insane; still they have entered the 
plea of insanity in my defense, Itis not necessary 
that I give you the particulars of my case in this 
case, as Ihave already written to you a fuli account 
of my case. The extenuating circumstances in my 
case are that there was no premeditation about the 
murder, (if itcan be called a murder,) and the woman 
Ishot did not die un.il nearly five months after the 
shooting. Her suffering from tumors, before and 
after the shooting, may create a doubt in the jury’s 
mind as to whether her death was due altogether to 
the pistol-shot wound, and I don’t think it at all likely 
that i will be convicted of murder in the first degree. 
Mr. Phelps, who had charge of the prosecution in my 
case, some time ago stated that he felt confident of 
being able to hang me, and yet he has turned over 
my case into your hands. You will nodoubt do your 
best to hang me, but evenif you succeed I will have 
to thank myself forit, for I could easily have saved 
my neck by refraining from writing letters or 
pee roe of murderin the second degree. My 
awyers, | suppose, will have to rely chiefly upon 
the letters I wrote during my imprisonment in the 
Tombs to prove my insanity, although they really 
prove nothing else but that [ bated the woman I shot, 
never regret having shot her, and don’t care if Lhang 
forit. As forthe mania I may have had for invent- 
ing, it doesn’t necessarily follow that a man is a 
lunatic because he invents; I am willlng enough to 
be considered insane, and to be sent to some lunatic 
asylum fora yearor two instead of being sent to 
State prison or hanged. But I am a poor man, and 
og men asarule,if they do not cheat the gallows 
»y pleading guilty to murder in the second degree or 
manslaughter in the first degree, are always hanged 
or sent to Sing Sing for life. Please read this letter to 
the jury at my trial, so that they may know that Lam 
not feigning insanity and that 1 am not afraid of be- 
ing hanged. A murderer's case must be avery bad 
one indeed if $200er $100 won't save him from the 
gallows. Should he be so unfortunate as not to be 
able to raise an’ money at all for his defense, then he 
must be satisfied to go to prison for 20 years or ror 
life or to be hanged.” 

Having finished reading the letters, Mr. Lyon re- 
called as his final witness Mrs, Emmeline Smith, 
who saw the prisoner shoot Mrs. Crave. She 
bluntly contradicted the statement made by the 
prisoner in some of his letters that Mrs. Crave re- 
fused to allow him to go up stairs in her house to 
get his clothing and to see his brother, and that 
she called him a thief before he shot her. Mrs. 
Smith said she was within eight feet of Mrs. Crave 
when the prisoner was ascending the stairs, and 
that if Mrs. Crave had in any way abused him she 
would have heard her words. Mr. Lyon then 
closed the case for the prosecution, and the court 
was adjourned until to-day in respect to the mem- 
ory of the late ex-Chief-Justice Barbour, of the 
Superior Court, and the prisoner was taken out of 
the court-room in an apparently happy mood. It 
was subsequently ascertained that Sindram’s coun- 
sel wished to put him on the witness stand, and 
that he flatiy refused to testify. The case will be 
summed up and given to the jury to-day.

POLICY-DEALERS HELD TO ANSWER, 

Yor the past two weeks the Police Justices 
have almost daily had their attention occupied by 
hearing testimony against keepers of policy shops. 
Among the cases brought before Justice Gardner, 
in the Essex Market Court yesterday, was one 
against John Shefler, of No. 118 East Third-street, 
who was arrested two weeks ago for a like offense, 
and who is now underan indictment to answer to 
that charge. When brought up yesterday by 
Special Officer Bissert, of the Seventeenth Precinct, 
he appeared with an attorney, and on the cross- 
examination the officer stated that Shefler was not 
proprietor of the place, but in the employ of a man 
named Weber, who isthe proprietor, and who is 
**backed”’ by somebody called McGarrahan. On 
the ground that Shefler was not the proprietor, the 
lawyer asked that the case against him be dismissed, 
and argued that prosecutions should be made 
against Weber and McGarrahan, Justice Gardner 
refused to dismiss the complaint against Shefler, 
but held him for trial, as he did also John Heiser, 
of No. 2131 Sixth-street; David Thalheimer, of No. 
337 East Tenth-street, and George Stump, of No, 4 
Gouverneur-slip, arrested for being in charge of 
policy shops at the places named. In the Tombs 
Police Court, Michael Sullivan, of No, 108 South- 

street, was held to answer to a similar charge.

END OF AN ELEVATED RAILROAD SUIT. 

A judgment was entered yesterday in the 
Superior Court, Special Term, in the suit of the 
New-York Elevated Railroad Company against the 
Manhattan Railway Company and the Metropolitan 
Elevated Railway Company. This action was be- 
gun last July for the purpose of compelling the 
Manhattan Railway Cotmpany to deliver to the 
plaintiff the property which was acquired by the 
former from the latter under the lease of May 19, 
1879, by which the Mauhattan Railway Company 
procured control of the elevated railroad system 
of this City. The grounds of the action were aver- 
ments that the Manhattan Railway Company was 
insolvent, and that it had violated the terms of the 
lease by failing to pay sums of money due to the 
New-York Company. The case was tried before 
Judge Truax. The decree declares that the Man- 
hattan Railway Company is solvent and able to 
perform its contracts, and that the management 
made between the three parties to the suit on Oct. 
22, 1881. isa valid instrument.and adi 
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matters in dispute. Judge Truax was asked to 
find, as a matter of fact, that the compromise 
agreement of Oct. 22 last was not ratified by the 
stockholders of the New-York and Metropolitan | 
Companies He refused to do so, and struck the 
proposition out of the record.

MARIETTA AND OINCINNATI. 





CONFLICTING INTERESTS HARMONIZED AND 
A SETTLEMENT EFFECTED, 


It was announced yesterday that a settle- 
ment had been reached in the Marietta and Cincin- 
nati Railroad difficulties. The Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad upon one side and holders of Marietta 
and Cincinnati bonds upon the other have been ac- 
tively engaged for some time past in endeavors to 
bring about an agreement which woald harmonize 
conflicting interests, and be accepted as satisfac- 
tory on alisides. These negotiations have been 
conducted in this City. The Baltimore and Ohio 


Railroad was represented by President John 
W. Garrett, Robert Garrett, and Juhn K. 
Cowing. The Bonaholders’ Committee con- 
sisted of Augustus Kountze, of New-York; Skip- 
with Wilmer, of Baltimore; Edward R. Bacon 
and George Armts, of New York; Irwin Keyser, of 
Baltimore; J. B. Dumont, of New-York; T. E. 
Hambleton, of Baltimore, and Macgrave Coxe, of 
New-York. The plan of reorganization as finally 
adopted by the conferring committees was ex- 
ogee to a Times reporter by Mr. E. R. Bacon. 

he agreement will be presented shortly to the 
holders of bonds and stock for ratification and for 
the execution of contracts. The plan provides for 
the consolidation of the Marietta and Cincianati 
the Baltimore Short Line, and the Cincinnati and 
Baltimore. All mortgages are to attach to the con- 
solidated line. The rates of interest are re- 
duced so as to be more than met by the net 
earnings, leaving a_ balance for interest on 
income bonds and dividends on stock. The inter- 

sts of all parties tothe agreement, it is claimed, 
are fully protected. Whatis considered the main 
feature of the management is the release secured 
from the Baltimore and Ohio of a mortgage debt 
to the amount of $4,500,000, which was heid to be 
a prior lien on a portion of the Marietta and Cin- 
cinnati line. This claim has long been in the courts 
unsettled. The settlement provides for the ending 
of all litigation. The plan contemplates the issue 
of $500,000 preferred bonds to provide for 
the Receiver’s indebtedness. New first mort- 
gage bonds will be issued replacing dollar 
for dollar the old 7 per cent. firsts. These 
bonds will be guaranteed by the Baltimore 
and Ohio, having 50 years to run and drawing 
434 per cent. interest. The old firsts amounted 
to $3,500,000. The new firsts, besides canceling 
them, wiil also wipe out the unpaid interest to Nov. 
1, 1881, amounting to $1,041,250; will cover stock of 
the Baltimore Short Line at par to the amount of 
$1,250,000, and $1,880,000 back rental, making an 
aggregate issue of new firsts of $5,929,250. The old 
7 per cent. second mortgage bonds, amounting to 
$2,500,000, with $500,000 unpaid interest, are to be 
funded by a 5 per eent. new second running 50 
years. New thirds to the amount of $2,304,623 75 
are to fund the outstanding 8 per cent. thirds. 
They will run 50 years, bearing 3 per cent. 
during the first 10 years and 4 per cent. 
during the remaining 40 years. Embraced in 
the amount of these bonds are unpaid coupons 
on the old second mortgage bonds to the amount 
of $304,623 75, the balance representing two-thirds 
of the principal of the old thirds. The other one- 
third of the old thirds gees into a new first income 
mortgage having 50 ges to run at5 per cent. 
These incomes are to be non-cumulative, and em- 
braced in them will be also $746,840 third mortgage 
coupons due and unpaid before the appointment 
of a Receiver; assessments on stock, $500,000; 
coupons on thirds to Nov. 1, 1881, $1,040,000, making 
a total issue of $3,286,840. New second incomes on 
conditions identical with those of the first incomes 
will be floated at 5 per vent. for 50 years, funding 
the outstanding 8 per cent. fourth mortgages. 

The new stock issued will.amount to $20,523,966, 
of which $13,621,608 will be preferred and $6,902,358 
common. The former represents the present first 
preferred to the amount of $8,105,600 and one-half 
of the accrued interest thereon, floating debt, &c., 
to the amount of $3,315,958: also, a half of the 
present second preferred, amounting to $2,200,050. 
The issue of common stock will comprehend half 
the present second preferred, $2,200,050; half of the 
accrued interest on the fourth mortgages, floating 
debt, &c., $3,315,958, and the outstanding common 
stock to the amount of $1,386,350. The preferred 
stock is to be assessed 5 per cent. on its par value, 
and the common stock 8 percent., in return for 
which will be given first income bonds at par. 
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THE DOCK BOARDIN A QUANDARY. 
PEE 
LACK OF COMPETITION FOR THE CONTRACT 
FOR IMPROVING COENTIES-SLIP. 

President Voorhis was absent from the meet- 
ing of the Dock Commissioners yesterday, and 
Commissioner Laimbeer presided. Controller 
Campbell was present to assist in opening bids for 
work in the department. When the big wooden 
box containing the bids had been placed on the ta- 
ble, Commissioner Vanderpcel said: ‘I am op- 
posed to these bias being opened to-day.” 

“Why, Sir?’ said Controller Campbell. Commis- 
sioner Laimbeer volunteered an explanation. He 
said that advertisements for bids for the contract 
of removing the old structures and for building a 
new crib bulkhead, with appurtenances, at Coen- 
ties-slip, had been duly published, and two bids 
had been received inresponse. One of the bidders 


was the firm of Flaherty & Connell, who offered to 
perform the work for $17,500. The other was 
from Warren Roosevelt, who wanted $25,000 for 
doing the work. In accordance with the terms of 
the law the contract was awarded to the lowest 
bidder. Upon making an examination of Flaherty 
& Cornell’s paper it was found that they had not 
sigped their names to their bid, nor had they 
furnished the required sureties. The contract 
having been awarded by the Controller, the 
Commissioners were at a loss what to do under 
the circumstances, and as President Voorhis held 
that both bids ought to be ‘rejected, they deeided 
to readvertise. After they had done so, Commis- 
sioners Laimbeer and Vanderpoel concluded to 
consult the Corporation Counselin the matter. The 
lattter rendered the opinion that where the lowest 
bid was irregular the next lowest bidder should re- 
ceive the contract. Controller Campbell, after 
hearing the Commissioner’s explanation, said that, 
notwithstanding the opinion of the Corporation 
Counsel, he had known of several cases of a simi- 
lar character while he was Commissioner of Public 
Works. In those cases the Commissioner had re- 
advertised for bids. Turning to Commissioner 
Vanderpoel, he said: ‘“‘Why do you oppose this? 
Is it because you suspect that there is a conspiracy 
or fraud ?”’ 

**No,” replied the Commissioner, ‘‘the bidders 
are perfectly reputable, but the price under the 
circumstances, aceording to the opinion of the Cor- 
poration Counsel, would be rather high. If the 
other fellow nad got the contract the City would 
save $8,000. The Controller said he knew of in- 
stances where bids were ‘‘shovedin inthat formas 
blinds.”? Justice ‘*Tim’’ Campbell thereupon rose 
and said he appeared for Mr. Roosevelt, whom he 
had known since his childhood, and his family 
were among the oldest ship-builders in New-York, 
and the Justice knew that he was no man to “ at- 
tempt to perpetrate a fraud on the City.” 

‘it is entirely unnecessary for Mr. Campbell to 
make any remarks on the contract,’’ said the Con- 
troller, *“‘my remarks were not intended as per- 
sonal in any sense.”” The Justice sat down, andon 
motion of Commissioner Laimbeer it was decided 
to ‘hold over” the bids for the improvement of 
Coenties-slip. The lowest bidder for the contract 
for rebuilding the pier at North Brother Island in 
the East River was Mahoney Brothers, who will do 
the work for $13,300,

A POLICEMAN IN TROUBLE. 

Officer James Gray, of the Twenty-seventh 
Precinct, was brought before the Tombs Police 
Court yesterday morning to answer to charges’ 
preferred against him by Roundsman Londrigan 
of drunkenness and disorderly conduct while on 
his post on Warren-street, on Wednesday evening. 
It appears that Officer Gray made an unprovoked 
assault on Patrick Cumisky, of No. 121 Warren- 
street, striking him a severe blow on the shin with 
his club.

The assault was the result of 
Cumisky remonstrating against the action of Police- 
man Gray, who used insulting language toward 
Mrs. Mary Boyer, of No. 283 Broome-street, while 
she was passing along Warren-street. When 
Cumisky appeared as the woman’s defender the 
clubbing took place, and Gray was arrested b 
the roundsman, who testified that he was ve 
drunk atthe time. For. Gray’s insulting language 
toward the woman and for his disorderly conduct, 
Justice Kilbreth imposed a fine of $10. The patrol- 
man was locked up in the Tombs, failing to find 
a bondsman. Gray has had an excellent record 
and reputation as a patrolman up to the present

A SUIT AGAINST A BANK, 

An action is on trial in the United States 
Circuit Court, before Judge Wallace‘and a jury, in 
which Edmund Charles Morgan, William I. Berners, 
and Thomas R. Fox, doing business under the firm 
name of Ashburner & Co., seeking to recover the 
sum of $10,327 35 from the Leather Manufacturers’ 
National Bank. The plaintiffs are an English com- 
mercial firm, and had an agency in this City man- 
aged by W. B. Cooper, Jr. Cooper had in his ser- 
vice as the plaintiffs’ agent a clerk named William 
Clifford Beriin, and the latter was empowered to 
draw checks on the plaintiffs’ account, but always 
obtained Mr. Cooper's signature to them. In 
March, 1880, it was discovered that Berlin had been 
altering these checks and appropriating the exces- 
sive sums raised on them to his own uses. The 
money so acquired was mainly lost in fast life. 
When detected he was placed under arrest, and at 
once said he would make confession of the Cetaiis 
of his scheme. While on bail he fled the City, and 
in August last, itis said, he committed suicide at 
Deadwood City. The plaintiffs sue to recover the 
amount of his depredations, holding that the bank 
is liable for receiving and paying forged and al- 
tered checks. Berlin erased the figures from the 
checks and inserted figures for larger amounts, and 
the alterations are very plainly discernible. The 
case is still on trial.

President ArtTHuR took up his residence 
at the White House yesterday, but avoided, 
with the good taste which he has uniformly 
displayed since he was brought face to face 
with the responsibilities of his position, any 
formal celebration of that event. It is the 
custom to complain of the criticism to which 
public men have to submit in this coua- 
try, and to regard it as another phase 
of the exacting and capricious temper of a 
democracy. The change of feeling in re 
gard to Gen. AnTnmuR which has taken place 
during the last five months, though to super- 
ficial observation it might seem to -be an 
additional proof of popular caprice, is really 
an evidence of the innate love of justice 
and fairness in the American character. 
The impression left on the public mind by 
some of Gen. ARTHUR’S acts as Vice-Presi- 
dent was decidediy unfavorable, and elicited 
appropriately severe criticism. His course 
during the trying suspense of [resident 
GARFIELD’S illness was such as to com- 
mand universal respect, and all his acts 
and utterances as President have tended 
to deepen that respect into esteem 
and confidence. The reception given to his 
Message to Congress by men of all parties 
has been extremely favorable, and but little 
disposition has been manifested to read that 
document in the light of any preconceived 
notions of the President’s character or 
methods. The Administration has only to 
display the same frankness and ability which 
characterize the Message, and to show the 
same cautious avoidance of compromising 
alliances which has marked its beginning, to 
rank as one of the most brilliant and success- 
ful in our history. From all sections of 
public opinion which are entitled to any re- 
spect, President ARTHUR may safely count 
on being judged solely by the record he 
makes for himself, 

The only points about the new Cabi- 
net appointments which are regarded 
as settled are that ex-Senator FRELING- 
HUYSEN will succeed Mr. Buarxe and 
that Mr. Bunzamin H. Brewster will 
take the place of Attorney-General. 
Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN is certainly not a man 
of brilliant attainments, but it is hardly an 
open question that brilliancy is apt to be 
found out of place in the State Department. 
After our brief experience of Mr. BLaine 
very few people will be disposed to quarrel 
with a dash of mediocrity in the man- 
agement of the foreign affairs of the Govern- 
ment. Mr. BrREwsrT«r is a man thoroughly 
qualified by experience and training for the 
duties of Attorney-General, and he has the 
advantage of knewing through his connec. 
sion with the star route prosecutions what 
ire the most difficult of the duties 
which await bis hand. Too much stress 
cannot be laid on the _ importance 
to the party, the Administration, and public 
morals of bringing the star service thieves 
to justice, and Mr. Brewsrer will hardly 
accept the responsibilities laid down by Mr. 
MacVeacH without full confidence in his 
pwn ability to discharge them in a satisfac- 
tory Manner. ' 


Mr. GaRLanp yesterday introduced in the 
Senate a bill to change the succession to the 
Presidency in case of a vacancy in that of- 
fice and in the Vice-Presidency as well. ‘The 
jaw at present is that passed in 1792, which 
requires the ‘‘ President of the Senate, or, if 
there is none, the Speaker of the House,’’ to 
‘‘act as President until the disability is re- 
moved or a President elected.”” Mr. 
GARLAND’s Dill repeals this law and 
jtransfers the duties of the Executive 
ito the Secretary of State or Secretary of the 


“Treasury or Secretary of War, in their 
erder. This provision would have the ad-

dent upon some one of three officers, who, 
in the natural order of administration, could 
scarcely fail to be in office, instead of upon 
officers whose terms depend on the in- 
termittent action of one or other of the 
houses of Congress, 

Now that Senator PENDLETON is an ac- 
knowledged candidate for the Presidential 
nomination of his party in 1884, his enemies 
at home are making their hostility apparent. 
Mr. Titpen has always manifested a deep 
interest in Ohio politics, and his friendship 
for BooKWALTER in the late contest was one 
of the facts that strengthened belief in T11- 
DEN’sS renewed hopes and plans for securing 
the nomination in 1884. PSNDLETON was 
opposed to BookWALTER’s nomination, and 
he refused to aid in the canvass of that badly 
defeated candidate. But BookWALTER has 
a host of friends in his own party. He is 
the leader of ‘“‘the Young Democracy,’’ a 
wing of the party upon whose black list 
Mr. PENDLETON’s name is now inscribed. 
Mr.., PENDLETON, moreover, pooh-poohed 
the movement to bring H. B. Payne’snames 
before the National Democratic Convention 
of 1880. He stood by TauRMAN when his case 
was hopeless, stigmatizing the Payne move- 
ment asanimpertinence. It must be admitted 
that, to an outside observer, Mr. PgENpLE- 
TON’S view of the case was a correct one. 
But the friends of Mr. PayNeE have not for- 
given this apparent slight, and they say they 
never will. Conseqnently, all of these things 
work together for the advancement of Mr. 
TILDEN’s plans in Ohio. Mr. PENDLETON 
is learning that his scheme to secure the 
Presidential nomination in 1884 may be de- 
feated in his own State. And he may learn 
how hard it is to get a nomination when a 
man’s enemics are they of his own political 
household. 


The way in which our system of political 
patronage demoralizes the public service and 
makes oflice-sceking the meanest of pursuits 
is fairly illustrated in the new appointment 
to the Senate document-room referred to 
in our Washington dispatches. Anemploye 
who had been appointed by the’ influence of 
Senator Eaton, and who had acquired great 
proficiency in the somewhat difficult duties 
of his position, has been displaced to make 
way for a new and inexperienced man who 
enjoys the ‘‘backing’’ of Senator INGALLs. 
The Sergeant-at-Arms, in the present con- 
dition of parties in the Senate, cannot afford 
to displease a Republican Senator, and as 
Mr. Eaton is no longer in the Senate, he 
risks nothing, except efficiency in the 
work of the document-room, by displacing 
his nominee to gratify Mr. Ineauis. All 
this, of course, tends to leave fitness no- 
where and to take from the public employe 
all inducement to attain increased com- 
petency for his work. Some political 
manipulation for his ‘‘backer’’ will stand 
him in much better stead than years of faith- 
ful service. 


MR. MORRILL’S TARIFF COMMISSION 

Mr. Morrrmz, of Vermont, yesterday 
opened the campaign in favor of a tariff 
revision by means of a commission, making 
a long and earnest speech in support of the 
general principie of protection. His state- 
ment of the objects sought by a commission, 
and the advantages to be gained from it, was 
much more definite, and, consequently, 
much more moderate and reasonable than 
the arguments heretofore advanced in 
its behalf by the organs * of _ the 
favored manufacturers. A commission 
was necessary, he held, to obtain full and 
accurate information, not Only as to the 
tariff, but as to the internal revenue, and the 
manner in which various interests were af- 
fected by each. He referred, also, to the 
reduction of the internal revenue, not 
as it is usually regarded by the ex- 
treme protectionists, as a foregone con- 
clusion, but as an open question. 
He pointed out that the revenues were now 
so large that there could be no issue raised 
as to the imposition of new protective duties, 
since a tariff producing the amount now 
raised must necessarily be heavily protec- 
tive, but that the problem to be solved was 
that of the proper adjustment and distribu- 
tion of the duties so as to be fair to all 
interests. He further suggested, as among 
the matters which must engage the attention 
of a commission and of Congress, whether 
with or without the aid of a commission, 
the enlargement of the free list, essential 
reductions and readjustment of rates, and 
the correction of some errors of conflicting 
codifications. 

Obviously, a commission, fairly selected, 
in which protected manufacturers should 
have a representation, but which they 
should not control, and in which the mer- 
cantile interest. should in like manner be 
represented, might be very useful. It would 
be avery different affair from a commission 
packed with men whose fortunes have been 
made and are to be enlarged by protec- 
tive or prohibitory tariff rates, and 
whose sole motive would be to 
confine the changes in the present 
tariff to such as would increase their profits. 
A commission which should candidly and 
intelligently apply itself to the task of ascer- 
taining the actual facts as to the effect of the 
tariff upon all interests, on those of the 
buyer as well as the maker of protected 
goods, on foreign as well as domestic com- 
merce, and particularly on those trades 
whose material is protected more than their 
product, or to the exclusion of their prod- 
uct, would give very valuable aid to Con- 
gress in the treatment of a question 
which, however simple in principle, is very 
complicated in its practical bearings. Such 
a commission would consider with care the 
origin of the tariff as it was at first framed 
under the fostering care and benevolent 
guidance of Mr. Morritu himself some 
twenty years ago. They would trace the 
changes that have since taken place, and the 
extent to which the facts which were then 
alleged as a justification of high rates have 
been modified or no longer exist. 


Perhaps some light might be thrown on 
the subject by Mr. Morri1u’s own utter- 
ances in the past, Thus, in discussing the 
proposed tariff of 1857, Mr. Morr de- 
nounced a large revenue as the fruitful 
source of extravagance, and declared that he 
‘*stood on the principle of protection-— 
moderate, but certain—such as a wisely ad- 
justed revenue tariff would abundantly 
afford.’”” Later, when in the last year 
of the war the bill which was to 
@ great extent the basia of the nresant 
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tariff was before the House, Mr. MoRRILL 
explained in what way it was then (as it is 
not now) a revenue tariff. ‘Its primary 
object,’? he declared, ‘‘is to increase the 
revenue upon importations from abroad, 
and at the same time to shelter 
and nurse our domestic products, 
from which we draw much the largest 
amount of revenue, so that the 
aggregate amount of revenue shall not be 
diminished through the substitution of for- 
eign articles for those which we have been 
accustomed to find at home.” ‘‘ The neces- 
sary increase of internal duties, to a consid- 
erable extent, imposes upon us the duty, as 
well as affords us the opportunity, of ob- 
taining an increased revenue from duties on 


imports from abroad.’”’ And, after reciting 
the facts in regard to various industries, he 
concluded with the statement: ‘‘ This is in- 
tended as a war measure, 4 temporary meas- 
ure,” 

Other declarations by the friends of the 
bill were of the same nature. That of Mr. 
FrssENDEN, afterward Secretary of the 
Treasury, will suffice to indicate their char- 
acter. Hesaid: ‘‘ The policy of the coun- 
try, I take it, is to get money to support the 
Government principally from internal taxa- 
tion, and, to an exceedingly large de- 
gree, from manufactures. If you _ pro- 
pose to get money from them you 
must enable them to pay it, because 
if you legislate so as to break down manu- 
tures, or to check their prosperity, that source 
of revenue, which is the great source, is 
dried up, and you fail in that most im- 
portant particular. The tariff is adjusted, 
and was adjusted before, upon that simple 
principle with reference to the internal reve- 
nue taxation.”’ 

In the light of these clear and unqualified 
statements, look at a few of the principal 
rates of the present tariff on manufactures 
which do not now pay one cent of internal 
revenue tax, and compare them with the 
rates imposed by the bill advocated in 1864 
by Mr. Morrizi. On most varieties of iron 
the duty remains unchanged; on pig-iron it 
has been reduced; on railroad iron it has 
been advanced from 60 cents per 100 
pounds to 70 cents. On steel, lead, 
and zinc it remains the same. On cop- 
per in pigs and bars it has been 
advanced from 24 cents to 5 cents per 
pound; on copper rods from 85 per cent. to 
45 per cent. On varieties of wool which 
then paid from 8 cents to 6 cents a pound 
with from 10 per cent. to 11 per cent. ad va- 
lorem duty, the rate is now 20 cents per 
pound and 385 per cent. ad valorem. Varieties 
of plain glass which then paid 35 per cent. 
ad valorem, now pay a specific duty which 
in 1880 amounted to 69 percent. And it must 
be remembered that in the year the Tariff 
bill was discussed by Mr. MorRI11 as a tem- 
porary measure to compensate for internal 
taxation $211,000,000 was collected from 
such taxation, and £160,000,000 of that sum 
was from taxes no longer levied. Obvious- 
ly a revision of the tariff is required, and no 
commission could ignore such facts as these. 


THE DEPARIMENT OF STATE. 


It is no disparagement to the eminent and 
well-recognized abilities of Mr. James G. 
BLAINE to say that the news of his retire- 
ment from the post of Secretary of State will 
be received with a general sense of relief. 
In business circles especially, which felt mis- 
givings at the time of his selection for that 
post, and which found reason for graver 
apprehensions as time went on, this 
sentiment of relief will be very ap- 
parent. Mr. Buarne is admitted on all 
hands to be a man of extraordinary talents, 
who has rendered not only his party, but the 
country as a whole, many valuable services. 
His caréer in the House of Representatives, 
extending over a memorable epoch in the 
history of this country, embracing the war 
period and the reconstruction period, the 
two most important of the century, is stud- 
ded with his brilliant speeches and with the 
records of victorious parliamentary contests 
in which he was the acknowledged leader. 
A fit climax for this great career was its 
natural reward, the Speakership of the 
House, which he won and held as the ablest 
man for the place, and in which he achieved 
laurels unsurpassed, if equaled, by those of 
any preceding Speaker of any Congress. 
There is one position in the Administration, 
however, for which Mr. BLatng, though a 
most experienced holder of office, is in some 
respects peculiarly unfitted; this is the office 
which Mr. Garrrgaxp, following an ancient 
custom—a custom honored by ABRAHAM 
Lixcotn himself—in deference to Mr. 
BLAINE’s capacity as a prominent aspirant 
for the Chicago nomination of 1880, con- 
ferred upon him. 


Possibly the fault may be in the peculiar 
policy of the country rather than in the 
make-up of Mr. Buarns, that he is by nature 
imperfectly fitted to be its Secretary of 
State. It is apparently very difficult for 
Mr. BuareE to do anything without seeking, 
and usually securing, the reputation of doing 
it, first of all, ‘‘ vigorously,’ and vigor, in 
the precise sense here implied, is not the chief 
element required in the foreign policy of 
the United States. A man of Mr. Buarne’s 
aggressive and enthusiastic, not to say sensa- | 
tional, temperament, finds abundant scopein 
our political system for extraordinary use- 
fulness; but the foreign policy of this Gov- 
ernment is not aggressive and not sensation- 
al. With circumstances to favor, Mr. 
BuarnE might conceivably be an American 
Bismarck or Beaconsfield; but our country, 
in its diplomacy, has no use for Bismarcks 
or Beaconsfields. With the world-renowned 
traits of America among the nations, the last 
thing she needs to seek is a reputation in her 
foreign policy for bustle, stir, vigor, and 
‘‘go.’’ But, on the other hand, there are 
many reasons for a policy. of silence until 
speech is needed, and a resolute abstinence 
from uninvited interference in the quarrels 
of other nations, even if they be on the West- 
ern Hemisphere. 

Nobody, certainly, whether he be of Peru- 
vian or Chilian sympathies, can doubt the 
unfortunate character of the position into 
which this country has been put, since the 
4th of March, in respect to the war on the 
South Pacific. The very spectacle of our 
Ministers to the rival republics being at log- 
gerheads, and each protesting that the De- 
partment of State is favorable to the side he 
espouses, was mortifying. It will be ahappy 
issue of the affair if the position apparently 
occupied by the United States is made only 
ridiculous. and not dangerous also. Pos-. 
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sibly the whole fault may be due to 
the. idiosyncrasies of Messrs. Huruspor 
and Kr_patrrick, who misread their 
instructions;- but the chances are that they 
both felt that under the supervision of a 
man like Mr, Buarng they must exccute 
some kind of vigorous and magnetic states- 
manship, and an abominable muddle is the 
result. 

The tradition of this country is abstinence 
from an aggressive and interfering temper 
in foreign affairs; and on that policy we 
have thrived. It has made us friends the 
world over. Itis usually easy to point to 
recent acts demonstrating the eagerness of 
France, Great Britain, Germany, and Rus- 
sia to be considered warm friends of the 
United States. With no land on the globe 
do we have permanently, if even temporari- 
ly, hostile interests. Our isolated position, 
geographical and political, is our claim to 
the universal friendship of the Old World, 
while our neighbors of the New, on either 
hand, will agree not to swallow us if we 
will only consent not to swallow them. It 
would be folly to forego the advantages of 
such a position for the sheer sake of making 
more noise in the world—of kicking up a 
greater dust in the field of diplomacy. 

Even if we could be foolish enough to 
sacrifice the commercial advantages and the 
comfortable sense of security which grow 
out of the traditional foreign policy, the 
country isin no shape for changing it. If 
we wish to quadruple our standing Army; 
to keep under drill and pay two hundred 
thousand Militia reserves; to create not only 
the fleet of unarmored cruisers now re- 
quired, but a fleet of heavy iron-clads; to 
expend several hundred millions, in short, 
for new forts, new ships, and heavy 
guns, and then several hundred millions 
annually for keeping up great mili- 
tary and naval establishments, we may, 
perhaps, launch very creditably into the 
field of vigorous aggressive diplomacy, and 
could soon, no doubt, have a tremendous 
war with a couple of rival nations for little 
or no cause. Butif that is not the purpose, 
it is hardly worth while to put the country 
into dilemmas from which the very happiest 
issue would be to have its uncalled-for in- 
terference quietly sneered at, or its bold- 
ness rebuked as mere bounce. Mr. BLAtnr’s 
successor will do well to keep in mind that 
the United States do not need, at this late 
day, to offer proofs of.their belligerent 
strength, and that it is not their traditional 
policy to needlessly interfere in foreign af- 
fairs or to render our own people uneasy 
about them. 


THE GOING CHINESE. 


The dissolution of the Working Men’s 
Party in California followed hard upon the 
ratification of the anti-immigration treaty 
betwixt the United States and China. That 
party was chiefly conducted and managed 
by Denis Kearney, whose well-known 
slogan was ‘‘The Chinese must go.’’ The 
anti-Chinese issue was really all there was 
to the Working Men’s Party. KEARNEY 
and his followers and imitators howled 
against the capitalists of ‘‘Nob Hill,’”’ San 
Francisco—men who have made a great 
deal of money by speculations and 
railroad operations. They advocated the 
hanging of some of the more prominent 
members of the Central Pacific Railroad 
ring, and at odd times seized upon some 
passing local event to make an occasion for 
sulphurous denunciations of the rich. But, 
after all, the obnoxious yellow man from 
Asis was, in the opinion of the 
philosophers of the Sand Lots, the cause of 
the woes from which humanity (especially 
Sand Lot humanity) suffered. If the Chi- 
nese were compelled to go, and, being gone, 
should be prohibited from ever coming 
back again, the Kearneyites were sure that 
a new tide of golden prosperity would 
sweep over California. But, until some 
device for the exclusion of ‘‘the Asiatic 
hordes’’ should be invented, Denis Kgar- 
NEY would continue to agitate. He kept 
his word. In season and out of season, he 
clamored for the removal of the Chinese. 
The riches of the rich, the power of the in- 
fluential, and the prosperity of the prosper- 
ous were all, somehow, founded on the 
Chinaman. Take him away, and the power, 
riches, and prosperity of the few would 
crumble, and there would be a readjustment 
of values, amore equitable division of the 
good things of this life. So long as the 
Chinaman was permitted to remain, the 
rich would become richer, and the poor 
poorer, and things generally would go from 
bad to worse. 


This being the state of the case, the Kearney 
party must needs be disbanded when there 
should be concluded and ratified a treaty for 
the prevention of the immigration of Chinese 
into the United States. Such a convention 
was framed and was ratified by the United 
States Senate in July last. For a time it 
was doubtful if the great Kearny would 
accept the treaty. Some of the California 
Democratic newspapers expressed their op- 
position to it, basing their dissatisfaction on 
alleged concessions in the matter of the 
naturalization of Chinese under the operation 
of the ‘‘most favored nation’ clause. But 
it was evident that this opposition sprang 
from the disappointment of the Democratic 
leaders rather than from any intelligent dis- 
satisfaction with the provisions of the treaty. 
By the conclusion of a treaty which should 
settle forever the Chinese question, the Cali- 
fornia Democrats would lose their remnant 
of political capital. In strict accord with 
the general policy of the Democracy 
throughout the country, to oppose some- 
thing and propose nothing, the Democrats 
of California opposed the introduction of 
Chinese into the United States. When the 
treaty was concluded they had a great mind 
to oppose it also. As we have said, some 
of them did this; but public opinion, 
really quieted by the removal of the 
long-paraded Chinese issue, was too strong 
for these persistent grumblers. KEARNEY 
surrendered formally and absolutely. Dem- 
ocratic Senators, evidently ignorant of the 


necessities of their political brethren in Cali- 


fornia, joined the Republicans in the Senate 
in voting for the ratification of the treaty, 
and, finally, not without a mumbling pro- 
test, the last Democrat to relinquish the fa- 
vorite cry of his party actually surrendered 
without discretion. A Republican Admin- 
istration, after all other experiments had 
failed, as they were bound to fail, had pro- 


jected and concluded a treaty that accom-. 


nlighed nraciaaly what the futile labors of 
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demagogues and municipal authorities had 
vainly attempted to perform. 

The new treaty provides that the Govern- 
ment of the United States may, by appro- 
priate legislation, forbid the coming hither 
of all classes of Chinese except the follow- 
ing: Students who come here for purposes 
of education, merchants or traders engaged 
in lawful commerce, travelers on lawful busi- 
ness or actuated by motives of curiosity, 
and officers of the Chinese Government, 
with their personal and household servants, 
The bill just introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Mituer, of California, to whose 
statesmanlike discretion the appeal to the 
general Government rather than to local 
Legislatures is mainly due, makes provi- 
sion. for that regulation of the immi- 
gration of the Chinese which is con- 
templated by the treaty. As Chinese 
who were in the United States when the 
treaty was ratified are excluded from its 
prohibitive clauses, some provision must be 
made to secure to them their privileges of 
exemption. And, as all Chinese look pret- 
ty much alike, talk the same incomprehen- 
sible language, and bear names that are so 
destitute of individual character that almost 
no American can tell one from another, it is 
necessary that there should be provided some 
means by which individuals shall be identi- 
fied. This is attempted in the third section 
of Senator MILLER’s bill, and this unique 
section is a curiosity of ingenuity. It is 
provided that there shall be kept at the 
United States Custom-houses a registry, 
in which shall be recorded the names of 
all Chinese persons entitled to residence 
in this Republic. And, as names signify 
nothing with the Chinese. in America, it is 
further required that, in addition to other 
matters to be recorded, there shall be noted 
“the height, weight, size of head, and 
physical marks or peculiarities’? by which 
the registered person may be identified. 
This, when reinforced by the oaths of identi- 
fying witnesses, is to prevent the substitu- 
tion of one Chinaman for another, so that 
what may be called ‘‘a treaty man”’ shall 
not go home to China and send a non-treaty 
Chinese back on his passport. Moreover, 
since no Chinese of any class or occupation is 
to be allowed to land, except with the consent 
of the Chinese Government, given in writing, 
that consent, which comes in the form of a 
certificate, must be written in English, or be 
accompanied by an English translation. The 
value and genuineness of the certificate is to 
be attested by the United States diplomatic 
or consular agent at the point from which 
the intending emigrant shall embark. Pro- 
vision is also made for the registration of all 
Chinese now in the United States, and enti- 
tled to the privilege of residence; and it is 
also set forth that the official ‘credentials of 
all agents and representatives of the Chinese 
Government shall be taken as equivalent to 
the requisite certificates issued to intending 
emigrants. These provisions, with others 
designed to punish infractions of the law, 
ought to satisfy the most exacting that the 
time has come at last when the Chinese 
must go, and come no more. The time is 
past when the wisdom, or unwisdom, of this 
policy can be usefully discussed. The treaty 
is now a part of the fundamental law. Sen- 
ator MILLER’s bill is designed to enforce its 
remarkable provisions. 


THE NEW SAINTS. 

Early this morning the ceremony of can- 
onizing four new saints began in Rome. 
How long it takes to make a good durable 
saint the public has no means of judging, 
but it is believed that with the resources at 
its command the Roman Church will have 
its four new saints ready for duty some time 
within the course of to-day. 


Little is known outside of ecclesiastical 
circles of the four persons selected for the 
honor of canonization. We may assume, 
however, that they were, during their life- 
time, of unexceptionable character, for of 
late years the Roman Catholic Church has 
been very careful not to canonize unworthy 
individuals. Probably they will be pleased 
with the well-meant action of the Pope and 
his advisers, but that they will accept can- 
onization at the hands of the Church of 
Rome is not by any means certain. 


The desire of the Roman ecclesiastical au- 
thorities to infuse new blood—so to speak— 
into the ranks of its sainthood is easily com- 
prehended. Without charging the Roman 
Catholic saints as a body with negligence 
of duty, it must be confessed that they have 
witnessed the recent trials of the Papacy and 
its loss of the temporal power with great 
equanimity. There are well-known saints 
who have had countless honors heaped upon 
them by Rome; who have had handsome 
churches dedicated to them; who have been 
supplied with more candles than they could 
use, and who have had whole litanies com- 
posed in their honor. When the Church 


was threatened, one would have supposed . 


that common gratitude would have induced 
these saints to rally to its defense. Never- 
theless they failed to betray the slightest in- 
terest in the fate of the Papacy. They 
allowed the French chassepots to work mir- 
acles in their stead, and so far as we can 
tell they find no fault with the Italian Gov- 
ernment. Of course, these saints may have 
their teasons for their conduct, but it looks 
as if they were Jacking in enterprise and 
were reluctant to rouse themselves to lay 
aside their harps and to resume the miracle- 
working in which many of them were for- 
merly eminent. 


Moreover, it is an understood fact that 
among the Roman Catholic saints there are 
not a few who are quite unworthy of their 
work. These are the saints who, after ac- 
cepting the duty of taking care of this or 
that devout village, nover lift a finger or 
stir the smallest relic to help their clients. 
In some Italian villages the people have been 
obliged formally to depose lazy saints from 
the post of patron and to elect others to the 
vacant places. Thus it has come to pass 
that the really active saints are overbur- 
dened. A saint of this kind often finds him- 
self with half a dozen villages or towns on 
his hands, and to do anything like justice to 
his clients he has to work night and 
day. There is Saint Janwuartius, for ex- 
ample. This admirable saint has entire 
charge of the whole city of Naples, and 
in the cholera and earthquake seasons he 
is kept so busy that he is often unable to 
touch his harp for weeks atatime. To ex- 
pect this saint to add to his labors the duty 
of looking after four villages on the main- 
land and three in Sicily is obviously an im-. 


position, and the Roman Catholic Church is 
perfectly right in endeavoring to add to the 
number of active saints with the view of re- 
lieving him from excessive labor. Of 
course it is naturally believed that the four 
new saints will, after the manner of new 
brooms, begin their duties with zeal and en- 
thusiasm, and it is hoped that their example 
will stimulate the elder saints. Moreover, 
the new saints mzy be expected, in the flush 
of their gratitude, to exert themselves in de- 
fense of the Church. Thus reasons for 
their canonization abundant and that 
measure is undoubtedly a wise one. 

At the same time it must be confessed 
that the position of a Roman Catholic saint 


may not be in all respects a desirable one. 
The right of the Roman Church to manu- 


facture saints is expressly denied by the An- 
glican and Greek Churches, and the former 
holds that all saints made by any branch of 
the Church subsequent to the sixth Ecumen- 


ical Council are not entitled to recognition 
outside of the Roman communion. In these 
circumstances, the true position of a purely 
Roman saint is, to say the least, open to dis- 
pute. Whether he associates on equal terms 
with the elder and universally recognized 
saints, whether the iatter treat him as a mem- 
ber of an inferior order, or whether they sim- 
ply refuse to recognize his sainthood at all, 
must, in the nature of things, be unknown 
tous. Still it is highly probable that the 
saints of the whole Church are unwilling to 


put themselves on a level with the merely 
Roman saints, and in that case the latter are 
in an unenviable position. Hence, it is pos- 
sible that the four persons who are to be 
canonized to-day may refuse to accept that 
honor, and many prefer the ease of private 
paradisaical life rather than the doubtful 
honors of the Papal Consistory. In that case, 
the faithful Roman Catholics who may 
honor them as active saints may find that 
they merely have their labor for their pains. 
But we need not assume that to refuse the 
honor of a doubtful sainthood involves a 
willingness to treat the prayers of the mis- 
taken faithful with neglect. A good man 
will be anxious to do right whether he is or 
is not a regularly canonized saint. In fact, 
it is by no means certain that canonization 
is necessary before an eminent and deceased 
Christian can be properly asked to assist the 
Church militant. We might almost say thata 
good saint needs no bush, or, in other words, 
that formal canonization is in such case 
little more than a public recognition of merit. 
In all probability, the four new saints will 
take just as much interest in the affairs of 
the Church if they refuse canonization as 
they would if they accepted it. They will 
mentally regard the ceremonies of to-day as 
an expression of good feeling on the part of 
the Roman Church, and will reciprocate that 
feeling warmly. At least, itis to be hoped 
that such will be their conduct, for nothing 
is more certain than that the Roman Catho- 
lic Church is at present in need of all the 
help that can be given to her, whether by 
men or saints. 


The latest sacrifice of life by the burning 
of a theatre is the worst yet recorded. The 
burning of the ¥iing Theatre, of Vienna, 
takes horrible precedence of the Brooklyn 
fire by its quota of at least 300 
charred and mutilated dead. The origin 
of the fire has yet to be explained, but the 
usual panic followed its outbreak, and to 
the mad rush to escape seems to have 
been chiefly due the appalling loss of 
life. The attendants evidently lost their 
heads as completely as the audience, for the 
iron curtain which was intended in 
just such an emergency to keep flames 
on the stage from extending to the audito- 
rium was not lowered. The utter inade- 
quacy of any precautions against theatre 
fires which require either thought or prep- 
aration has received one more fatal illustra- 


tion. 
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The new swindle of cein multilators, to 
which attention has been called by a reader of this 
journal, is likely to be even more effective and ag- 
gravating than the recent nuisance of perforated 
coins. The eirculation of the latter has been nearly 
suppressed by the concerted action of the public 
in properly refusing to accept any of the coins in 
which holes have been drilled, or which have been 
stamped or otherwise defaced and lessened in 
weight. The new system, however, is much more 
ingenious and difficult of detection, and requires 
the exercise of constant vigilance on the part of 
the public to escape being imposed upon. It con- 
sists in skillfully clipping out pieces of the silver 
from the milled edge of the coin so that the debas- 
ing work is almost imperceptible excepting on crit- 
ical examination. It appears that quarters and 
half dollars are the denominations selected by 
those who make a business of this mean practice, 
as the mutilation is more readily aecomplished and 
less liable of detection than in the currency of small- 
er denominations. From the fact that perforated 
coins are now very often successfully passed by the 
plugging of the holes with tin-foil, which renders 
the holes imperceptible on mere cursory examina- 
tion, it is to be inferred that the public will have 
to exercise extra care to protect themselves against 
this more ingenious swind'e. The light weighs is, 
of course, readily detected with the regular coin 
weight, but as it is not possible to avail one’s self of 
this useful apparatus at all times, more critical use 
will have to be made of the eyesight if this most 
aggravating evil isto be promptly and effectually 


suppressed.

M. T. Van Buren, our Consul-General at 
Japan, presents ina Blue Book some interesting 
facts in regard to the food of the Japanese peo- 
ple. With a population of 380,000,000, there is to be 
found in the whole country but little more than 
1,000,000 head of cattle. Of these only 600,000 can 
be considered as fit for food. Therefore there are 
but 2 head of cattle for each 100 people, whereas in 
the United States we have for 100 months 73 cattle 
to fillthem. Japan slaughters, however, 36,000 head 
of cattle, more than one-half of which is eaten by the 
foreign population, the rest being consumed by the 
Japanese Navy and Army. Mutton and pork are, 
outside of the treaty ports, almost unknown. Fish 
enters largely into the foodof the people. Mr. 
Van Buren mentions that “cod, salmon, herring, 
mackerel, salmon trout, carp, eels, skate, mullet, 
cat-fish, and plaice are plentiful and cheap.” It is 
known that the Government has taken active 
measures in regard to fish-culture, and endeavors 
in every way to increase the products of the sea, 
sending for all American publications on these top- 
ics. The Consul states that ‘‘one-balf of the people 
eat fish every day, one-quarter two or three times 
a week, and the balance perhaps once or twice a 
month.” It is their habit to eat a great many va- 
rieties of fish raw. But the Japanese are more es- 
sentially vegetarians than even the Chinese, and 
allthe land and marine plants, with the tubers, 
seem to be placed under contribution. Among ex- 
ceptional food plants, Mr. Van BurEN mentions an 
acorn which grows on a small bush from 3 to 4 
feet high, “it has less sugar than the nut from the 
chestnut tree of America, but has the merit of 
being free from astringent and bitter qualities. 
Large quantities of these nuts are gathered, dried, 
and eaten by the people in various ways.” This 
edible acorn would be worthy of introduction into 
this country. We hear 4 great deal about glucese 
and dextrine in the United States, and we find from 
Mr. Vax Burzn’s report that the Japarese use in 
large quantity a substance which they call ame. 
“ This is a preparation ‘made from malted barley 
and xioe or millet, the mait camverting the starch, 


of the rice or millet into dextrize and maltose, 
the product varying from a thick sugar or honey 
up toa hard candy." This ame is soldat a low 
price, and its consumption is very large.

The adage of its being an ill wind that blows 
nobody good found singular illustration lately in 
the case of the great diamond robbery at Hatton 
Garden, London. For the last two years Gresoy 
and ARTHUR REEVE have been carrying on business 
as pawnbrokers in that city, and between them 
had run some $40,000 in debt. A petition in bank- 
ruptcy had been presented against them, and under 
these vexatious circumstances they had deemed 
the traditional course of the Arabs their soundest 
policy, and instead of foolishly frittering away 
money in the payment of creditors “silently stole 
away” with nearly $15,000, with which the enter- 
prising pair doubtless intended to embark in busi- 
ness in the congenial atmosphere of New-York. 
But in the most annoying way in the world the 
Hatton Garden thieves must needs choose that pre 
cise time for relieving the Post Office of $200,000 
worth of diamonds.

No 
such ill luck seems to have befallen the diamond 
robbers, who in all probability reached this City in 
one of the recent tempest-tossed steamers, and are 
now looking for fresh fields to conquer. Indeed, 
whether here or in London, plate and jewel rob. 
bing seems to be among the most successful of 
modern business pursuits, and evidently attracts 
the master burglarious minds of the period. It ig 
to this branch that the Turpins and Kidds of the 
nineteenth century now turn their atten- 
tion, and among its charms is doubtless 
the opportunity it offers to various kinds 
of talent. Sometimes it takes the form of 
a brace of young bloods with Duval-like courtesy 
relieving a lady of her solitaires at her own door, sa 
that sofa and sal volatile are immediately at hand 
to allay fatigue and excitement. Agair, a comfort 
able maintenance for life is secured by a ladder ta 
the window, and ten minutes at a millionairess's 
dressing-case, without in the slightest degree dis 
turbing the household, meanwhile absorbed in the 
chief prandial event of the day. At Lord Epwim 
Hitt-TREvor's last week the results of attend- 
ance at church were seen by the ab- 
straction of the jewels while the family 
were at divine service. The danger incurred by 
first-class thieves of this sort is largely diminished 
by the fact that their plunder is so valuable that 
risks need seldom be run. In fact, it is notorioug 
that they think nothing of spending six months on 
one “lay,” and witha haul of perhaps $75,000 ta 
$100,000 to look forward to, tkey can well afford ta 
lean on their oars and scheme. After all, poverty 
has its consolations, and it is something not to hava 
any plate or jewels to be bothered about ata period 
when robbery has been reduced toascience and 
so many have graduated as first class in it.

MANY NEIGHBORHOODS. 

TWO BROTHERS 8HOT FOR THE MURDER OF A 
DEPUTY SHERIFF—KILLED BY AN ITAL- 
IAN TRAMP—OTHER CRIMES REPORTED 
—PROCEEDINGS IN CRIMINAL CASES. 


Sr. Lovrs, Dec. &.—Two brothers named 
fliram and Valentine Mercer, while resisting arrest 
last November, shot and killed a Deputy Sheriff in 
Decatur County, Iowa. They escaped and cama 
to Missouri, and went to Christian County, near 
Springfield, where a brotker of theirs owned a 
farm. Officers watched the farm and ascertained 
that the murderers were in the neighborhood. A 
trap was laid for their capture last Monday, and 
while they were out hunting they were surrounded 
by a posse of officers. The murderers attempted 
to fire on their captors, but their guns only snapped, 
when the officers opened fire with fatal results. 
One was killed instantly and the other ran afew 
yards and expired. 

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 8.—An Italian tramp 
pnemed Cassasser stabbed a farmer named Harry 
Jones seven times last night near Nashviile, Barry 
County. The tramp had applied for lodgings. and 
not getting as good accommodations as he desired, 


threatened to burn Jones’s building. From this 
the altercation arose. Itis feared Jones cannot 
live. The tramp is in jail. 


DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 8.—A. B. Hemingway, 
Foreman of the fire company.at Coldwater, has 

een arrested ona charge of setting fire to the 
Armory Hail, in that city, in June last. 

The trial of Lambert Voscamp for the brutal 
murder of Lyman H. Cady in the township of 
Wright, Ottawa County, in May last, has begun at 
Kalamazoo, where the ease was taken on a change 
of venue. The defense is insanity. 

The dry goods establishment of E. D. Kidder & 
Co., at Grand Rapids. was entered by burglars last 
night and furs valued at $4,000 were taken, the 
best quality only being selected by the thieves. 


Hagtrorp, Conn., Dec. 8.—John Gillespie, 
the burglar who entered the house of the Rev. Dr. 
Gage a week ago last Sunday night, and was cap- 
tured, aftera hand-to-hand struggle, by the cler- 
gyman, was before the Superior Court to-day. 'He 
changed his plea of not guilty, entered yesterday, 
to guilty, on an information brought under a stat- 
ute providing that every person who shall commit 
robbery or burglary and shallin the perpetration 
thereof use any personal abuse, force, or violence, 
or be so armed as clearly to indicate violent inten- 
tions, shall be imprisoned in the State prison not 
less than seven nor more than ten years. At the 
time of his capture Gillespie was armed with a re- 
volverand tried his best to shoot Dr. Gage. Judge 
Sanford imposed the full penalty of the law. This 
sentence, with that of 20 years for another burg- 
lar, yesterday, causes great satisfaction here, in 
view of the successful raids made by burgiars for 
several weeks preceding the arrest of thetwo men.

FortTRESS Monroe, Virginia, Dec. §.—Harris 
Vaughan, a colored boy about 12 years of age, was 
kidnapped from Hampton and carried off in a boat 
supposed to belong to a coasting schooner in the 
Roads. Arewerd of $50 has been offered for his 
recovery. 

Otrawa, Ontario, Dec.’ 8.—The deputation 
from Montreal had another interview with Sir 
John MacDonald, with a view to having the sen- 
tence of death passed on Hugh Hayvern for the 
murder of Thomas Slater commuted to imprison- 
ment for life. Government decided to let the law 
take its course. Hayvern will be hauged at Mon- 
treal to-morrow morning. 


Faz River, Mass., Dec. 8.—foon after mid- 
night a murder was committed here, the victim 
being Raymond P. Dennis, 62 years old, living in 
Almond-street, near the linen mill. The following 

articulars were given by his sons: Dennis had 
een disturbed by the breaking of some windows 
in his house, and, seizing a gun, went out of the 
house to drive the disturbers away. When he got 
out the gun wasseized by the ruffigns, and was 
pointed at him and discharged, blowing away part 
of his head, and he soon died. A daughter, son, 
and wife of Dennis witnessed the shoeting, and 
recognized the persons who committed the mur- 
der. John Sullivan, alias “Bridgewater Jack,”’ 
Dennis Calden, and Michael Sharkey were arrested 
this morning as the murderers. Sullivan, when 
arrested, was about to take the train for Boston. 
John Calden, who is alleged to have done the 
shooting, is still at large. 


DENVER, Col., Dec. 8.—A dispatch from 
Pueblo, Col., to the Aepudlican, says that last Spring 
Christopher Shutrow was found dead in bed. The 
Coroner and some physicians viewed the body, 
and concluding that the death was the result of 
diphtheria, gave a burial certificate. A few weeks 
ago the body was disinterred and shipped East, 
where an examination was made, resulting in find- 
jing in the back of the head a bullet-hole, which 
had been so ingeniously filled with a wooden plug 
as not to be noticeable except on very close exumi- 
nation.

GEN. B. F. TRACY’S APPOINTMENT.

MADE A JUDGE OF THE COURT OF APPEALS 
IN JUDGE ANDREWS’S PLACE. 

ALBANY, Dec. 8.—Gov. Cornell has appoint- 

ed Gen. Benjamin F. Tracy, of Brooklyn, as Assooi- 

ate Judge of the Court of Appeals in place of 

Judge Andrews, promoted to Chief-Judge. 


Gen. Tracy received the official communication 
from Albany last evening announcing his appoint- 
ment, and has given notice to the Governor of his 
acceptance, 

Benjamin F. Tracy was born in Owego, Tioga 
County, N. Y. On attaining his majority he was 
admitted to the Bar, and at 24 years of age was 
elected District Attorney of his native county. In 


1856 he was re-elected, after an exciting canvass, 
over Gilbert C. Walker, subsequently Governor of 
Virginia. Out of the contest grew a warm personal 
friendship between Gen. Tracy and his opponent, 
and at a Jater period they became partners 
n the law firm of Tracy & Walker. Geo. 

racy served as District Attorney until 1859, when 
he was sent to the Assembly from the Tioga dis- 
trict. He served two terms, and was Chairman of 
the Caucus Committee which issued the first Re- 
publican manifesto in this State. In 1862he entered 
the Union Army as Colonel of the One Hundred 
and Ninth New-York Volunteers, and served with 
distinction at the battles of the Wilderness and 
Spotsylvania. After his return from the front he 
‘was placed in command of the rebel prison camp 
end draft rendezvous at Elmira. At the close of 
the war Gen. Tracy went to Brooklyn and returned 
3 the practice of the law. !n 1866 he was appointed 

nited States District Attorney for the Eastern 
District of New-York by President Johnson and 
again by President Grant. He declined reappoint- 

ent at the end of his secona term, and resumed 
the practice of the law, entering into partnership 
with Isase S. Catiin, now istrict Attorney of 
Kings County. For several Te Gen. Tracy took 
pn active part.as a leaderin Brooklyn politics, but 
retired about eight years age to private life and

MRS. FLORENCE RICE-KNOX’S CON- 
CERT. 

Steinway Hall has seldom contained a more 
brilliant and numerous audience than was as- 
sembled last night, and the character of the con- 
cert fully justified the attendance. Mrs. Knox is 
deservedly a popular favorite, and the mention of 
her name is always an attraction, not only in New- 
York. but in the principal cities of the United 
States. Her concert last night was arranged in 
the most generous spirit, and was given 
with the aid of the most distinguished 
artists. Mrs. Knox, who was, by the way, in ex- 
cellent voice, sang admirably, and showed that she 
is an earnest, industrious singer, ambitious of a 
high position and worthy of a leading place on the 
concert stage. Her most successful efforts were in 
the duo with Signor Del Puente, from * La Favor- 
ita,” which was sung with exceedingly good taste 
and was received with much enthusiasm, and the 
beautiful duo from Boito’s ** Mefistofele” with Miss 
Hauk, which was encored. The tine quality of 
Mrs. Knox's voice was manifest in this number, 
and her many admirers must have been gratified 
by the unequivocal success of the contralto. Mme, 
Minnie Hauk gave an ordinary performance of 
Eckert's “Echo Song,” which suffered by com- 
parison with one that has recently been heard 
on the same stage, and she did not increase her 
fame in the encore to which she responded. 
Signor Campanini added to the programme a beau- 
tiful performance of “ Salve dimorah,” from Gou- 
nod’s * Faust,’ and, after much applause, sang a 
romanza by Scuderi, ‘* Io la Rividi.”” The subse- 
quent misfortune of the tenorin the duo, “* Mal 
reggendo,” from ‘* Trovatore,” with Mrs. Knox, 
was, after all, a trifling matter. He reappeared 
on the stage and sang with spirit and ele- 
gance that demonstrated the fact that he was 
merely the vctim of a hoarseness of temporary 
character against which it is impossible for any 
one to guard. Signor Del Puente was as manty 
and perfect as he always is, Mr. Fritch sang 
with his usual spirit and intelligence, and Signer 
Corsini gave the aria buffa, ** Manca un foglio,”’ 
in his best style. The concert was conw@uded with 
an abominable performance of the sextet from 
*Lucia.”” Mme. Hauk used the portamento to a 
distressmg degree, and ruined the efforts of her 
fellow-artists in a repeated drawling relantando 
that spoiled the effect of this favorite number. A 
New-York audience has s¢ldom been compelled to 
listen to a worse performance from artists of the 
first rank, and this all due to the apparent caprice 
or indifference of the soprano, for it is hardly pos- 
sible that Mme. Hauk does not know how to sing 
her part. There was abundant enthusiasm mani- 
fested during the evening, and, despite afew draw- 
backs, Mrs. Knox is to be congratulated on giving 
us a very enjoyable concert. 


UNION-SQUARE THEATRE. 

The final benefit performance for the Poe 
Memorial was given yesterday afternoon at the 
Union-Square Theatre. Yhe house was crowded, 
the audicace was of the most refined and note- 
worthy quality, and the entertainment was seen 
with continuous pleasure. It has been widely 
stated, and itis now clearly understood, that the 
work of the stage toward the commemoration of a 
celebrated American writer, Edgar Poe, is now 
done; all the money thatis needed has been raised, 
and the actors who have borne their part in raising 
it will be fittingly and gratefully remembered. The 
whole movement has been in a right direction, and 
the public and the opinion of the world are on its 
side. It has been opposed by several officious per- 
sons and journalists who were notoriously affected 
with sensitive consciences, and by others who are 
super-burdened with thoughtful delicacy. It has 
had harsh and provoking obstacles in its way, and 
it bas had much in other respects to overcome; 
but it has been carried through with determination 
and success, and it has beep brought to a dignified 
and brilliant conclusion. 

The performance yesterday afternoon was cer- 
tainly a brilliant affair. The programme announced 
for the occasion was at every point first-rate. 
Great names and beautiful features gave weight to 
it. An appropriate overture, managed by Mr. H. 
Tissington, was the prelude to it. This was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Charles hoberts, Jr.'s, tine reading 
of Poe’s poem, ** The Bells.”” Then came Miss Selina 
Dolaro, Miss Lillian Russel, and the other members 
of the Bijou Opera-house eompany in the third and 
brightest act of “*The Snake-Charmer.” During 
the intermission which followed this Miss Anna 
Teresa Berger gave a cornet solo, which 
was warmly applauded. The programme from 
this point onward differed in its arrangement 
froma that printed on the house bill. Its features, 
in the order of presentation, were Mr. Johu Mc- 
Cullough and Miss Kate Forsythe in the wooing 
scene from “ Riehard III.;” Miss Agnes Ethel, 
Miss Eleanor Cary, Mr. George Clarke, Mr. C. A.

It is claimed that the distance, via 
the new line, will be only 180 miles, and that. as 
the road is to have no grade-crossings whatever, 
is to be almost straight, and capable of maintain- 
ing a speed of 60 miles per hour, it will only require 
three hours to run between Boston and New-York. 
Fifty millions is said to be about the estimated cost 
of the new enterprise.

OBL1UARY. 


EX-JUDGE JOHN M. BARBOUR. 

John M. Barbour, ex-Chief-Justice of the 
Superior Court of New-York, died very suddeniy 
of heart disease yesterday morning at his residence 
in the “ Albany” apartment-house, on Broadway 
and Fifty-second-street. He retired at about his 
usual hour on Wednesday night in apparently good 
bealth. A few minutes after 40’clock he awcke 
and complained of feeling unwell, and in less than 
half an hour afterward he was dead. Mr. Barbour 
was born in Cambridge, Washington County, in 
this State, Sept. 5, 1807. When 14 years of age he 
removed, with his parents, to Chautauqua County, 
and after obtaining a fair common school educa- 
tion he began the study of law, and by the time 
that he had attained his majority he was a regularly 
admitied lawyer. In 1835 Mr. Barbour emigrated 


to the State of Michigan, where he soon succeeded: 


in establishing himseif in a comfortable practice. 
He took an active part in public affairs, and was a 
zealous advocate of internal State improvements. 
In 18387 he was appointed by the Governor and Le- 
gislature of Michigan one of the Commissioners to 
lay out and commence the construction of the Cen- 
tral and Southern Railroad system of that State. An 
act was passed by the Legislature two or three 
years afterward providing for a general system of 
internal improvements, and to this matter Mr. Bar- 
bour gave considerable attention. In 1837 he was 
elected Judge of the county in which he lived, and, 
after serving very creditably for four years, was re- 
elected for asecend term. While in Michigan he 
held the position of Auditor of the Board of Inter- 
nal Improvement of the State. During the year 
1845 he was appointed to @ responsible position in 
the Treasury Department at Washington under the 
Administration of President Taylor. 

Mr. Barbour came to this City in 1850 and re- 
sumed the praetice of his profession. His status 
at the Bar was eminently respectable if not bril- 
liant. He took an active interest in politics, and 
was one of the most ardent followers of Fernando 
Wood when the latter was the leader of the Mozart 
Hall faction of the City Democracy. In 1861 he 
was the Mozart Hal! nominee for Judge of the Su- 
perior Court, and defeated Judge Murray Hoffman 
by a large majority. He was re-elected in 1867 for 
asecond term of six years. When Chief-Justice 
Anthony L. Robertson died, Judge Barbour was 
elected his successor by the unanimous vote of his 
associates. In 1873 the deceased was a candidate for 
renomination, and there was some talk among the 
Democratic leaders of endeavoring to re-elect him 
fora third term, but the fact that he was then 66 
years of age militated against him, and it was 
thonght best to put another candidate in the field. 
Judge Barbour was an honorable and conscientious 
man, and his course while on the bench was 
marked by the highest degree of dignity and honor. 
When he retired, on Dee. 31, 1873, the General Term 
of the Superior Court directed an entry to be made 
on the minutes expressing the appreciation of his 
associates for the faithful and upright manner in 
which he had performed the duties, and their high 
esteem of his industry and ability, on with 
his uniform courtesy to his brethren on the bench, 

Of late years Judge Barbour attended quietly to 
the practice of his profession, acting as Referee in 
several important cases. He maintained his inter- 
est in politics and public affairs up to the period of 
his death. He was atone time somewhat promi- 
nent in the Tammany Society. He was also a 
member of the Manhattan Club. For several years 
he lived with his family in bis own house, No. 22 
West Forty-fifth street, but recently he removed to 
apartments in the Albany. He leaves a widow 
and an unmarried daughter. Personally he was a 
pleasant and warm-hearted gentleman, and was 
very much liked by his intimate friends. He wasa 
nephew of the late Chancellor Walworth, of this 
State, and a brother of Oliver L. Barbour, the com- 
piler of *‘ Barbour’s Reports.” 

The funeral services will be held at St. Bartholo- 
mew’'s Church at 10 o0’clock to-morrow forencon. 
Yesterday morning all of the City conrts adjourned 
as a token of respect to the late ex-Chief-Justice.

MAJOR BENJAMIN W. HOXSEY. 
Major Benjamin Weller Hoxsey died yes- 
terday morning at Harrisonburg, Va., aftera long 
and lingering illness, resulting from exposure 
during the late war. Major Hoxsey was the sée- 
ond son of the late Gen. Thomas D. Hoxsey, of 
New-Jersey, and was born at Paterson, in that 


State, April 10, 1848. At the outbreak of the rebel- 
lion he enlisted asa private in the First Regiment 
of Sickles’s Excelsior Brigade, with 210 other Pat- 
erson men. Within the next three years and a 
half all but 50 of those men had been killed or dis- 
abled in battle. At the battle of Williamsburg 
Major Hoxsey, then a Second Lieutenant, had to 
take command of his company, the other officers 
being disabled. Only 19 men were left in the com- 
pany out of the 60 who went into action. He lost 
two fingers and part of his hand in this engage- 
ment. and had to go home; but he returned 
to the field, with bis arm stiil in a sling, 
and was complimented in the presence of 
the brigade by Gen. McClellan for his devotion 
to duty. At Bristow Station Lieut. Hoxsey sus- 
tained a fearful wound in the hip. He was taken 
off the field in an ambulance, and was subsequentiy 
thrown out by the roadside for dead. There he 
was found at night, cold and naked, by a comrade, 
who got him to Washington, where he lay between 
life and death for three months. In October, 1862, 
he was commissioned Captain of his company, but, 
being disabled for active infantry service, was as- 
signed to duty as Ordnance Officer under Gen. 
Berry. and subsequently under Gen. Hooker, in 
which branch he served until mustered out of the 
service, in September, 1865. Major Hoxsey partici- 
pated in every battle of the Army of the Potomac, 
and was never absent from the front save when 
actualiy disabled. He forded Mine Run when the 
temperature was 8° below zero, and, being on 
active duty, neglected to take off his frozen 
clothes for a week, in consequence of 
which he caught a cold that brought 
on consumption, which, with the wound in 
his hip, breke down his naturally herculean con- 
stitution. He retired from the Army with broken 
health and with the rank of Brevet Major. He 
was then under 22 years of age. In 1866 he was 
elected County Clerk of Passaic County, serving 
five years. From 1866 to 1869 he served with the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colone) on the staff of Gov. 
Ward. During the war, while encamped on the 
farm of John Minor Botts, the well-known Union- 
ist, at Culpeper, Va., Major Hoxsey made the 
acquaintance of the family, and soon after the war 
he married one of the daughters. His health being 
poor, be removed to Culpeper in 1873, and soon after 
was appointed Assistant United States District At- 
torney, his brother-in-law, ex-Senator and Lieuten- 
ant-Governor-elect John F. Lewis, being the Dis- 
trict Attorney. He held the office two years 
and then began the practice of law. Taking an 
active part in Virginia politics, he was made Chair- 
man of the Republican State Committee. For the 
last three years Major Hoxsey practiced law in 
Richmond, but recently he went to Harrisonburg 
in the vain hope of prolonging his life. There he 
wasted rapidly and painfully awey. His widow 
survives him with two sons.

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SMALL-POX IN CINOINNATI. 
DIFFICULTIES MET IN CONTROLLING THE 
SPREADING DISEASE. 


CINCINNATI, Dec. 8.—The Board of Health 
at its meeting to-day discussed at length the estab- 
lishment of a local quarantine against sma!l-pox, 
which has now found its way to all parts of the 
city. Twenty-eight new eases were reported and 


six deaths. The pest-house is full, and little effort 
is being made to remove the sick from their homes. 
It was urged at the meeting that officers should be 
stationed in front of every building until the disease 
has gone, and all communications with the outside 
world or of outsiders with those who are quaran- 
tined against, prevented. The objection to this plan 
is that the disease is in most cases in tenement- 
houses, or in those inhabited by people of small re- 
sources, and who are compelled to get out and 
work daily or starve. The city has not found 
means which could be used in providing for the 
wants of those quarantined against, unless they are 
in the pest-house. There is no money even to pay 
for the bedding and furniture whieh the Health De- 
partment finds it necessary to destroy after pa- 
tients have recovered. A strict quarantine would 
therefore cause much suffering, and the matter 
was postponed for decision until next week. It is 
feared that the disease will prevail widely during 


the entire Winter.

THE PHILADELIHIA GAS CASE. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 8.—City Solicitor West

« Idiots” furnished the theme for James B, 
Richards at yesterday’s session of the Institute of 
Heredity. Mr. Richards once had charge of a 
whole community of idiots, and he reeled off 


stories of their peculiarities and performances by 
the yard.

Dr. Garter ex- 
plained a neat little performance which was 
sure whenever practiced to create considera- 
ble astonishment to beholders. He had prac- 
ticed it often and seldom or never had 
made a mistake. Given a view of the children and 
one of the parents, anda description of the absent 
parent could be outlined as clearly as if that per- 
60n was present and under optical examination, 
for all children looked like either their father or 
mother. “For you see,” he explained, “if the 
children don’t look like the parent who is present 
they must look like the absent one, and 
from their appearance you can readily make 
up a description which will fit the other parent.”’ 
Referring to a mother’s ante-natal influence upon 
progeny, the Dector told the story of a woman who 
took to smoking for the relief of a neuralgic tooth, 
The habit finally became so strong that it was only 
with great difficulty she could break it off, and it 
was along time before she overcame her craving 
for the weed. Her first born teok to cigars as 
readily as to maternal nourishment, and the village 
saloon-keepers delighted in nothing more than fur- 
nishing the swaddling with cheroots and seeing 
him smoke them. Wher he was an infant in arms, 
nothing would send him off in a doze so quickly asa 
whiff of smoke blown across his face. 

Dr. T. R. Kinget regretted that the convention of 
the Institute of Heredity had not been advertised 
as a body which would investigate marital relation 
and consider sexual philosophy, for then the hall 
would have been crowded. Aecording to his views 
it was high time that the publie began to look more 
closely into this sex subject. Those who couldn’t 
discuss it in public bad better go back to Mrs. 
Grundy. It had been said by some, and believed 
by many, that the imperfections of achild sprang 
from the mother’s side. This was not so. The 
father’s side was just as much responsible as the 
mother’s. pwns er lause by the women. ] Having 
eaptured the female portion of his audience, the 
speaker went on to delivera prosy address con- 
cerning hereditary influences. 

Mrs. Dr. Sarah B. Chase said there were four 
classes of women, those who can and do make 
good wives and mothers being about 30 per cent. 
of the sex; those who make good wives but not 
good mothers, about 25 per cent.; those who make 
good mothers but not good wives, about 20 per 
cent., and those who make neither good wives nor 
good mothers, about 25 per cent. To expect that 
any one of one class could fill the position of one 
of another class was unreasonable. Women had 
some other mission than child-bearing. [Applause 
on the male side of the house.] To belong to the 
first class required a woman to be a good animal 
and to have large social qualities, to 
be, in fact, the most perfect kind 
of awoman. The fourth class to which she had 
referred included the old maids—those who were 
to befound in the school-rooms, who did dress- 
making, who became physicians, artists, lawyers. 
Mrs. Chase thanked God for the old maids. [Loud 
applause from the women.] They were the think- 
ers, logicians, and writers. They weren’t fitted to 
be mothers, but then eo needed for such 
purposes, because there were plenty of the sex 
who were. Wecould well get along without ’em 
as such. She honored no being more than the 
woman who wouldn’t palm herself off on a man 
when she knew she was unable to make either a 
wife or a mother. [Prelonged applause.] If a 
man wanted to improve his stock he wanted to 
marry the third class of women. [Laughter and 
applause .] 

Dr. Holton, the next speaker, was prepared to 
launch an essay of magazine length upon the audi- 
ence, but the Custom-house employe begged him 
in a whisper to ‘cut it short.””’ The Doctor did so. 
He notified the convention, however, that he was 
ready and anxious to help with funds the good 
cause along. ‘I have charts here,” he said, ‘‘ trae- 
ing out families and showing how their excellences 
have been reproduced in after generations. These 
charts yas can have [the audience grows expec- 
tant] if you will pay $5 apiece for them.’’

B. Foote recited the story of his at- 
tempt to get his monthly publication throuch 
the Post Office and avoid the vigilance of 
Anthony Comstock and his hirelings. It would 
seem as if Anthony had balked the attempt, 
for Dr. Foote appeared to feel bitterly 
resentful. Mrs. Dr. Chase, who satin the rear of 
the room, urged him to change its name and try it 
again. Then Mr. Foote, Jr.. responded to an invi- 
tation to.speak. He had anticipated this, for as 
he mounted the stuge he produced a pile of manu- 
script. A movement toward the door was begun 
and successfully executed by a number of persons. 
A series of resolutions which he presented 
were adopted. They relate to the propaga- 
tion of the species, and would loo more 
In place in his father’s publication than in Tue 
Trgs. The last speaker was Mrs. Cynthia 
Leonard, whose broad-brimmed Gainsborough hat 
attracted great attention, She described the ef- 
fects of prenatal influences in her own case in 
very plain language.

Accord- 
ing to Mrs. Leonard’s views a musician, an artist, 
a bridge-buiider or <a‘ burglar can be produced 
aecording as the mother wills. In her own case 
the theory proved an admirable success. One 
daughter was Professor of a musieal college in 
Iowa, and another was singing in opera in New- 
York. A third was the image of a French lady 
whose picture she wat wont to admire. She be- 
lieved that with proper cultivation even divine 
beings could be produced by mothers. [Applause.] 
Love as an element in bringing about marriages 
she was disposed to frown upon. People who mar- 
ried for love soon found out that there was a vast 
difference between what they had been regarding 
as a parlor ornament and what, by the marital 
knot, had now become a household fixture. If 
women were permitted to go on in the present 
way, she didn’t know but what it would be far 
better for them to be like horses, so that they 
could never see their offspring after they were once 
removed from them. At the conclusion of her ad- 
dress the convention adjourned sine die. *

EDbCATION AMONG THE BODY—PROMINENCE

At yesterday afternoon’s session of the Com- 
mittee on Education of the Society of Friends 
James Wood, President of the Westchester County 
Historical Society, delivered a lecture on the sub- 
ject of ‘Education Among the Friends Abroad.”

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THH STEAM-SHIP SERVIA. 





HER ARRIVAL AFTER A REMARKABLY 


SHORT VOYAGE, 

The new Cunard steam-ship Servia arrived 
at this port yesterday after a voyage of nine days 
and twelve hours, which, under the circumstances, 
is regarded as extremely good time. A description 
of the Servia has already been published in Tue 
Times. She sailed from Liverpool on Nov. 


26, and encountered a heavy storm next 
day, which prevented her from enter: 
ing Queenstown harbor until the 28th. 
During the first few days of the voyage the weath- 
er was auite severe. On the 29th and 380th the 
storm was very violent, and the sea ran to a great 
height. Furious squalls struck the steamer without 
producing any effectiupon her. On the 30th the seas 
were very high and the squalls were terrific. From 
the Ist to the 4th inst. the gale blew steadily from 
the westward, and heavy seas constantly opposed 
the steamer. She behaved admirably, shipping 
but little water. One of the life-boats was 
smashed by a heavy sea, but no other dam- 
age was caused by the storm. The officers 
pronounce themselves as entirely satisfied with 
the fine behavior of the Servia, which, they predict, 
will develop a very high rate of speec, and will 
also prove an excellent sea boat. The engines, al- 
though new, worked perfectly, and were not 
stopped once during the entire voyage. This is un- 
usual with new vessels. The qualities of the Servia 
are very highly spoken of by the passengers, among 
whom were the Earl of Dunmore, Admiral Sir 
W. Hewett, Bishop Vertin, Col. Woodruff, of the 
United States Army; W. E. Dodge, M. F. Coop- 
er, Esq., of Manchester, and Henry F. Gillig. 
There were 171 cabin passengers inall. Her prin- 
cipal officers are Capt. T. Cook, who has been mas- 
ter of the Russia and the Gallia; Chief Officer Jack- 
son, Chief Engineer John Watson, Purser William 
Field, Surgeon Reginald Stockler, and Chief Stew- 
ard Louis Affolter. The Servia will be thrown 
open for public inspection next Monday, and will 
sail for Liverpool two days later. 

From one of the passengers on the great steam- 
ship a copy of the Servia’s log, showing the num- 
ber of miles made each day of the voyage, was ob- 
tained. This shows that, despite the fact that for 
the first seven days of the trip the wind was con- 
stantly against ber, the slowest day’s run was 202 
miles, while on Tuesday last the remarkable dis- 
tance of 406 miles was covered. The following 
table shows each day’s run during the trip:

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THE BANK CLERKS' ASSOCIATION. 
The members of the Bank Clerks’ Mutual 
Benefit Association came out in full force last 
evening to celebrate their thirteenth anniversary. 
The auditorium and galleries of Chickering Hall, 
where the celebration took place, were crowded 


with the members, their families, and friends, and 
many who were unable to find seats remained 
standing throughout the exercises, President 
Dowd, of the Bank of North Amerioa, acted as 
Chairman, and delivered a brief address, in which 
he remarked that very few people understood the 
hard work and responsibilities of the bank clerks in 
reducing intricate figures and transactions to 
plain, simple statements. The transactiors in the 
Clearing-house would give some idea of the 
enormous work. During the past year these 
were $50,341,836,773 89, and for the past 
28 a they amounted to $625,191,555,476 81. 
Bank clerks’ positions were not favorable to the 
accumulation of wealth nor to the gratification of 
ambition, but they had in return for their services 
assured salaries and peaceful homes. This address 
was followed by a duet, ‘See the Pale Moon,” ren- 
dered by Messrs. Rieger and Townsend, and Miss 
Kate E. Stark sang ‘* Garden of Rosges.”” The Presi- 
dent of the association. E. D. Butler, then read the 
annual report, in which he thanked the banks that 
had responded to the appeal of the members and 
subscribed $3,300 toward reducing the cost of mem- 
bership. During the past year disbursements 
for benefits for deceased and disabled members 
amounted to $22,000, of which $18,700 had 
been raised by assessments. Forty-six new 
members were added to the roll, 18 
died, and the present number of members was 
1,153. On the death of a member $1,100 was given 
to his family, and when a member was disabled he 
was paid $25 per month until he received $1,100, 
The association b . a permanent fund of $90,357 52, 
against whlch the.e were no claims.

DENOUNCING PROTECTION AS ‘‘ ORGANIZED 


IMMORALITY’® BEFORE THE BROOKLYN 
REFORM CLUB. 
The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher addressed a 


fair-sized audience in the First Baptist Church last 
evening on the subject of ‘‘ Protection and Free 
Trade.” 
tures on the tariff question arranged by the Brook- 
lyn Revenue Reform Club, and he opened the 
course by enunciating in his usual vigorous style 
some very strong free trade doctrines. 
considered it his duty merely to show the nature 


and scope of the subject and explain in a certain 
degree its relation to moral subjects. He did not 
aim to develop any new ideas with regard to the 
tariff, but would endeavor to make clearer some of 
the trite ideas on that subject. His special topic 


His was the first of a series of nine leo- 


He said he 


would be the restraints placed on the freedom 


of commerce, Political economy, he said, was not 
intelligently understood by the people at large. 
The phrase political economy had come to be a by- 
word simply because men absorbed in practical 
industries had not been properly educated up to 


an understanding of it. Socialistio doctrines and 
tho science of labor, progress, and human rights 


were nothing but branches of political economy. 
Every counting-room and every work-shop in the 


land was a school of political economy if they were 
but so understood. The business of the peopie of 


this world, said Mr. Beecher, is the production of 
wealth. Human nature is nowhere else laid under 


such temptations as in the strife for the accumula- 


tion of wealth. Politieal economy is the soil in 
which all of the seeds of morality are planted. The 
test of honor and morality is found mainly in the 
sphere of wealth-producing industry. The question 


of the freedom or bondage of commerce is 
brought to the attention of the eommon 
people because it is their votes that are 
to shape the destinies of the Nation. We 
need a calm, cool, and unselfish consideration of 
this question, and furthermore we need discussion. 
The speaker regarded the system of protection 
which existed in this country as impolitic, unjust, 
and wrong in fundamental ethics. Looking at the 
subject froma ministerial stand-poiut, he found it 
to be direetly in opposition to the spirit of morality 
and the Scriptures. A protective tariff was organ- 
ized immorality. It had required great sacrifices 
and revolutions in the past to achieve intellectual, 
personal, and religious liberty, and it might require 
arevolution to achieve commercial liberty. The 
world is wide open for the American citizen to go 
and buy various things, but he must not bring 
them home. A man may buy a picture in Italy or 
apiece of silk in Franee, but when he seeks to 
bring either home the United States Government 
says to him, * Hold on; you must not bring those 
things here. You must buy them at home.” 
But you say, “‘They are not produced at 
home.”’ “Well, then,’? answers the Govern- 
ment, ‘wait until they are, orif you bring them 
from abroad you must pay a penalty for so doing.” 
This is called protection of the interests of our citi- 
zeus, but such protection {sa curtailment of the 
liberties of the people. If an emigrant is dirty and 
his shirt and stockings are dirty, then he can enter 
his baggage free in this country, but If he has clean 
linen he is subjected to an examination and torced 
to paya duty. The Custom-house duties are noth- 
ing more than a restriction and limitation of the 
personal liberties of every American dealer and 
citizen. The true spirit of these duties is that 
Americans must have no friends outside of the 
borders of their own country. It amounts toa dis- 
tinct endeavor to make our Nation a hermit na- 
tion; a nation which says indirectly to every other 
nation on the face of the globe, ‘* You take care of 
yourselves and we will take care of ourselves.” 
This is a violation uf good morality. It is contrary 
to the teachings of the Bible; it is eontrary to good 
political policy, and it is contrary to the beliefs and 
teachings of our forefathers. 

American commerce, said Mr. Beecher, has been 
well-nigh destroyed by the effects of the so-called 
protective tariff. Once our country had a foreign 
commerce of which we could be proud, but the 
evil results of protection have clipped the wings of 
that commerce, and made it but a poor, sick bird. 
What few ships we now have are beseeching Con- 
gress for pecuniary aid toenable them to keep 
afloat. The advocates of a protective tariff argued 
that the duties imposed on imported articles were 
an indirect taxution, and therefore were not imme- 
diately felt by the people. The speaker, however, 
maintained that there ought not to be any 
kind of taxation 


imposed on the _ people 
except direct taxation. Revenue taxation 
might sometimes be cheerfully borne by a 


nation; for instance, when sudden emergencies 
arose, calling for }arge sums of money. But unless 
money was absolutely needed there should be no 
such taxation. An industry protected by a tariff 
was protected at the expense of the interests of the 
whole people. The cry was frequently raised that 
a protective tariff benefited the laboring classes, giv- 
ing them permanentemployment and better wages; 
but where there was one man who imagined that 
he was helped in this way there were a score who 
experienced a feeling that their personal rights and 
liberties were being unjustly restricted. Some in- 
dustries might gain a siight impetus at the start 
by the aid of protection. but Mr, Beecher did 
not believe that the aid thus bestowed was 
of lasting efficacy. Unprotected industries, with 
brains behind them and the world open before 
them, thrived the best. If protection is a good 
thing, why is it not introduced into the traffic be- 
tween one State and another? It is as far from New- 
York to California asit is from New-York to Liv- 
erpool, and there is no sound reason why the same 
trade system should not apply. Our country is so 
large that competition is springing up between the 
different sections. The West is fast building up 
factories that are destined to dispute with the fac- 
torics of the East the right to the people’s patwon- 
age. The conditions of success anywhere are found 
in the energy and the intelligenee of the people— 
and where climate, soil, and natural resources are 
advantageous to the development of industries, 
energy and intelligence need no other protection 
than to be protected in their right to develop those 
resources. 

“One full third of the wages of the laboring 
classes in this country,” exclaimed Mr. Beecher im- 
pressively, ‘is required to pay their proportion of 
the raised values of those products op which pro- 
tectionists have caused a tarift to be placed.” If 
it was not for the protective tariff our laborers 
would not have to pay so much for their raiment, 
for their home comforts, for their rents, and for 
much of the food that they eat. Out of about 
10,000,000 men in this country who are inter- 
ested in our productive industries there are 
not more than 500,000 all told who can 
in any way pretend that they are helped by a pro- 
tective tariff. The vast majority of the practical 
workers in this broad land are injured rather than 
benefited by protection. The protective tarfff in 
this country is the father of smuggling. It is also 
productive of unlawful evasion and perjury. Oaths 
are taken in consequence of it which are not worth 
the words used to express them. Nothing can be 
more pitiable and contemptible than the oaths 
which are administered and taken by Custom- 
house and court offieers. The advocates of 
protection were  felicitating themselves that 
they were doing mueh for the _ peo- 
ple because they were working for the 
removal of taxes from patent medicines and 
matches, but they said nothing whatever about 
removing taxes from the products of the loom or 
the forge. They deplored the sad condition of our 
merchant marine, but the only remedy they had to 
suggest was to give John Roach a bounty torun 9 
line of shipsto Brazil. It was proposed to have a 
commission appointed to tinker with the tariff, 
a commission which should be selezted by them- 
selves, but the speaker was of the opinion that 
ere long the fallacies of protection would be con- 
demned by an overwhelming fiood of votes. It is 
not the mission of the United States to educate in 
the heurts of its working men a selfish feeling of 
hate for all of the working men of other nations. 
Nations should try and be friendly, and the work- 
ing men of the different nations should also try 
and be friendly with each other. From every point 
of view, said Mr. Beecher, it is suicidal for a lavor- 
ing man to vote for protection. All patriotic 
Americans who desire to see this great nation 
prosperous and influential should strive to remove 
every restraint from the personal and commercial 
liberties of its people. Common sense, policy, and 
morality were on the side of free trade, and in time 
that would surely prevail.

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MRS. ARMSi RONG WINS. 








END OF HER SUIT AGAINST THE MUTUAL 
INSURANCE COMPANY, 


In the suit brought by Mrs. Julia Armstrong, 


the widow of John M. Armstrong, for whose mur- 
der Benjamin Hunter was hanged in Camaen, N. 
J., some years ago, to recover $10,000, the amount 
of a policy on her husband’s life, from the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company-of this City, Judge 
Wheeler, in the United States Circuit Court, Brook- 
lyn, delivered his charge last evening. The jury, 
after an hour’s deliberation, brought ina verdict 


for the full amount, with costs, footing up in all 
$10,571 34. The policies of insurance on Armstrong’s 
life amount to over $26,000, and the suit decided 
yesterday was brought to “test the validity of 
the widow’s claim.” When Armstrong ob- 
tained the policies at the instance of Hunter 
he assigned them to the latter. After Hunter had 
been hanged for the murder of Armstrong, the 
brother of the murderer immediately assigned the 
policies to the widow of the murdered man. When 
the trial of the present suit began a question was 
raised as to tbe validity of the assignments, but 
that was disposed of at once by the court. The 
only question that finally went before the jury for 
settlement was as to whether Armstrong had made 
a trathful and correct statement of the facts con- 
nected with himself when he applied for the poli- 
cies. If the jury found—as they did—that Arm- 
strong made his application in good faith, the court 
instructed them that the contract with company 
was valid and binding. Suits will now be brought
